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THE WINDOW GLASS INDUSTRY- 


The window glass manufacturers 
who met in Washington last week, 
were not feeling as despondent over 
the future of their industry as they 
did on a similar occas’on just one year 
before, but they were not as confident 
as befits the representatives of one of 
the important branches of American 
manufactures. It is true that the 
consumption of window glass is larger 
at present than it has been ever before, 
and that the manufacturers are getting 
more money for their product than 
they have been able to get for some 
time past, yet the first is possibly only 
a temporary condition, attributable to 
the open weather that has been so 
favorable to the continuance of build- 
ing operations, while so far as 
prices are concerned, they barely cover 
the cost of production, according 
to the manufacturers. To make the 
industry really prosperous and profit- 
able, the window glass makers con- 
tend, it is necessary that the duties of 
1882 be restored, and this, they are 
hopeful, will be done for them by the 
present Congress. 

Before Congress met, and the tariff 
question was taken in hand by that 
august body, the mannfacturers be- 
lieved consolidation of individual in- 
terests into a central corporation to be 
the true remedy for the evils which 
beset their business; but latterly they 
have not seemed to be as much im- 
pressed with the benefits of that form 
of organization as they were just be 
fore the close of the old year, and 
some people have been uncharitable 
enough to attribute their avoidance 
of the subject to fear that the 
further agitation of the matter at this 
time would be likely to interfere with 
their chances of getting an increase of 
the tariff on glass. To such people 
the window glass manufacturers em- 
phatically state that they have no 
thought of forming a trust. The 
growth of competition among home 
factories and the increased importa- 
tion of foreign glass had induced them 
to consider a plan of combination em- 
bracing a scheme of concentrating the 
firms of a district or locality into a 
stock company, but even to this plan 
there are obstacles which makes its 
consummation a remote possibility. 
At any rate, they say, no combination 
exists among the manufacturers sv 
strong as that which theimporters have 
recently formed and the manufactur- 
ers do not understand ‘‘whya slur 
should be east upon them for doing 
what the importers and business men 
throughout the world are doing to 
protect themselves against the effects 
of excessive competition.” 


From the report of the proceedings 
it would appear that such questions as 
these engrossed the attention of the 
wanufacturers during their session, 
and that they really accomplished 
little business. They had intended to 
revise their price list to conform to the 
new list the importers were expected 
to make, but as the latter have post- 
poned action on this important matter 
until next month, there was nothing 
for the manufacturers to do but ap- 
point a committee with power to make 
such changes in this list as may be ne- 
cessitated by the action of the import- 
ers. As it is quite probable that the 
importers intend to raise their prices 
and would have done so sooner had 
they been sure the American makers 
‘would have followed suit, this practi- 
cally means an advance in the long 
prices for domestic glass. Whether 
discounts will be so adjusted as to 
make the advance felt by consumers, 
is a matter that is not quite so certain. 

The American manufacturers have 
about concluded that it is time the 
importation of the foreign product 
was stopped. The condition of the 
primary market threatens to check the 
flow of Belgian glass to this side, but 
some of the domestic makers are not 
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sure that it would not be better to put 
the price down to a point at which the 
importers would find it impossible to 
compete, and thus hasten a climax that 
might otherwise be years in developing. 
These manufacturers may put their 
belief to a practical test during the 
coming season, and thus though the 
long prices may be raised, discounts 
would be increased so that selling 
prices would actually be much lower 
than they are at present. However, 
no decided change is likely to occur in 
either direction until after the impor- 
ters meeting on Feb. 5, and in the 
meantime the market is decidedly firm 
and business much better than it has 
ever been before at this season of the 
year.

AN ADVANCE IN OPIUM. 

The depression in the opium market, 
referred to in our last issue, has given 
place to a feeling of buoyancy, the 
change being occasioned by the very 
strong reports cabled from Smyrna and 
London. Inthe primary market, prices 
have been steadily advancing for some 
time past, but while London has 
closely reflected the prevailing con- 
ditions in Smyrna, the New York 
market has been slow to respond. This 
market has, in fact, been almost at a 
stand still for several months, and the 
gradual advance in prices on the other 
side has widened the difference be- 
tween the spot quotations and those 
ruling in the primary market, to an 
extent that has been seldom, if ever, 
known. 

The comparatively Jow prices here 
have been due to the almost total ab- 
sence of speculative interest, but other 
influences, perhaps more potent, have 
combined to keep quotations down. 
We refer particularly to the increasing 
stock of low test and adulterated opium 
offered in this market during the past 
few years. In our issue of September 
2ist, 1889, we referred at length to a 
scheme, then of recent introduction,*to 
dupe buyers of opium, stating that the 
matter was one calling for imme- 
diate exposure for the protection of 
the drug trade and for the welfare of 
the public. Some of the daily papers 
have taken the matter up without, 
however, adding anything to what the 
REPORTER had already published. The 
health authorities, whose province it 
is to put a check upon such dangerous 
frauds, have not seen fit to take any 
steps to stop it. There has been more 
or less talk in the trade against the 
practice, but, unfortunately, certain 
houses have not allowed their preju- 
dice against adulteration, to stand 
in the way of their financial inter- 
ests, and the swindle has thus re- 
ceived the encouragement and sap- 
port, without which it must have 
proved a failure. 

Briefly summarized, the fraud con- 
sists in the adulteration of nine per 
cent. opium (that being the lowest 
test gum admitted into this country 
under the customs regulations) with 
some substance colored to resemble 
the body of so-called standardized 
opium, the morphia strength being 
thus reduced to any point that is de 
sired. In some cases, we have been 
given to understand that some of this 
stuff testing not more than three or 
four per cent. has been put on the 
market and sold. This adulteration 
is done in this city by at least one firm 
having relations with Smyrna parties 
who initiated the business, and it is 
claimed by some in the drug trade, 
that three local concerns are engaged 
init. The danger to consumers is ob- 
vious and need not be enlarged upon. 
The injury to the interests of reput- 
able dealers, who refuse to handle the 
stuff, is great. As the market value of 
opium depends upon the percentage 
of morphia it contains, those who deal 
only in the legal test drug are placed 
ata great disadvantage in marketing 
their stock in competition with the 
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adulterators or their agents, Thisdis- 
advantage is increased by the fact that 
the majority of small distributors will 
not take the trouble or go to the ex- 
pense of having an analysis made to 
ascertain the strength of the drug they 
are asked to buy. They are largely 
guided in their purchases of opium by 
the appearance of the drug, its price, 
and the representations of the sellers. 

More and more of late, the tone of 
the opium market has been affected 
by the competition of this dangerous, 
adulterated stuff and some dealers ad- 
mit that the low prices ruling here 
were the direct result of the increased 
offerings from the manipulators. An- 
other factor in the situation is the re- 
newed offerings of some of the low test 
stock which was rejected, on the score 
of its inferiority, by the original buy- 
ers, upon its arrival here about a year 
and a half ago. This stock which 
amount to about seventy-five cases, has 
since passed into the hands of specula- 
tors who have been trying to dispose 
of it. As it isclaimed to be below the 
legal test, some say not Over seven per 
cent., nobody seems to want it, but at 
the same time its presence in the mar- 
ket has served to check the improve- 
ment in the regular drug. 

As stated in the beginning of this 
article the market has at length devel- 
oped an improved tone, nothwith- 
standing these drags upon it, and from 
present indications an important ad- 
vance is about to set in. Information 
from Smyrna is rather meagre as yet 
but it fully confirms the previous re- 
ports of damage done to the growing 
crop by continued unfavorable weather 
with intimations that the yield will be 
extremely light. Asthe upward move- 
ment in prices at Smyrna began and 
has continued without the usual as- 
sistance of purchases on American and 
European account the position there 
is deemed by operators here, fully as 
strong as the cables intimate.

A DECISION ON INFRINGEMENTS. 

As will be seen by reference to 
another page of this issue, the joint 
committee on infringements and sim- 
ulations of trademarks of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association and 
the Association of Manufacturers and 
Dealers in Proprietary Articles, has 
arrived at a decision in the three cases 
previously referred to in these col- 
umns, and the report forms one of 
the most important documents ever 
issued in connection with proprietary 
or rebate articles. As this is the first 
official inquiry of any joint committee 
that ever amounted to anything, it 
may be acceptel as the initial move- 
ment in acrusade against alleged in- 
fringers who are morally, if not legally, 
guilty of the very questionable prac- 
tices. Such an action ought to be 
encouraging to the legitimate trade, 
as it indicates that the impartial jury 
will not be intimidated, although the 
lightning may strike hard in some 
places, and its finding will be the open- 
ing wedge for the consideration of 
other cases of this infamous form of 
competition. 

As the joint committee made no rec- 
ommendation, it remains to be seen 
how the verdict will be treated by the 
wholesale drug trade. The Associa- 
tion has pledged its members to cease 
to handle those goods that are said to 
be infringements or simulations; the 
authorized court of investigation has 
pointed out certain facts which have 
been reached after a careful hearing of 
both sides; the unvarnished truth is 
given in plain language, that cannot 
be misunderstood, and now the matter 
rests with the distributors of proprie- 
tary goods. Shall the faithful perform- 
ance of duty be approved by a general 
discountenance of traffic in infringe- 
ments, thereby restoring legitimate 
rights and fair dealing; or shall the 
labor be lost by utter neglect of duty 
in the preziises, ahd indifference to 
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competitive controversies, thus en- 
couraging a continuation and increase 
of infringed trade marks?

THE ALKALI TRADE, 

Mail reports from Liverpool confirm 
the advices alluded to in our last, 
concerning the improvement in the 
chemical trade. American buyers ap- 
pear to be feeling that market and 
have lately placed a number of orders 
for prompt and future delivery, al- 
though they experience a good deal of 
difficulty in getting stock for imme- 
diate shipment. From alJl accounts 
the British alkali trade is in better 
shape than it has been for almost two 
years back, and if present promises 
are fulfilled, higher prices will pre- 
vail before the year is much older. 
The improvement is especially no- 
ticeable in connection with caustic 
soda, which for many months had 
been in a particularly depressed and 
uncertain condition. There has, how- 
ever, been an advance all along the 
line. even soda crystals showing an 
actual rise, while bicarbonate of soda 
and chlorate of potash have an upward 
tendency- 

This improvement is not so much 
due to an enlarged consumption as to 
the increased cost of production, but 
as the advance is bringing out the 
buyers, the upward movement is 
likely to be accelerated, and manufac- 
turers be thus again placed in a pos- 
ition where they can make profit out 
of their product. There is no longer 
any talk of acombination among the 
alkali makers, as there is hardly a 
need of such a help to sustain prices 
now. The project will probably be al- 
lowed to rest until the interest now 
shown by buyers begins to wane and 
then we may expect a renewal of the 
effort to organize the trade; as without 
some form of combination to regulate 
production permanent improvement in 
the alkali market is hardly possible, 

We are in receipt of statistics regard- 
ing the shipments of alkali and bleach- 
ing powder from Liverpool to Am- 
erica during 1889, giving compari- 
sons with the exports to the United 
States and Canada during the previ- 
ous four years. It is interesting to 
note that the shipments ofsoda ash for 
1889 were heavier than for any other 
year of the five, while at the same 
time there was practically nothing 
left in this market at the end of the 
year. Both caustic soda and bleach- 
ing powder show a decided falling off, 
notwithstanding that the prices ruling 
here during 1889 were about the lowest 
on record. The decrease is more no- 
ticeable in the shipments of bleaching 
powder and is to be accounted for by 
the steady shrinkage in the quantity 
taken for consumption. The ship- 
ments of ash were 126,758 tons in 1889, 
against 121,345 tonsin 1888, 101,747 tons 
in 1887, 107,592 tons in 1886, and 18,299 
tons in 1885. Of caustic soda the 
shipments were 31,153 tons in 1889, 
34,853 tons in 1888, 40,483 tons in 1887, 
38,025 tons in 1886, and 35,609 tons in 
1885. Bleaching powder shipments 
reached only 39,979 tons in 1889, 
against 45,011 in 1888, 43,534 in 1887, 
41,388 in 1886, and 40,494 in 1885,

ATTACKING THE INTERSTATE COM- 


MERCE LAW. 


What gives promise to be but the 
beginning of a general onslaught on 
the interstate commerce law was an 
arraignment by representative Elijah 
A. Morse, of Massachusetts, before the 
House Committee on Commerce last 
week in an advocacy of his two bills— 
one for the entire repeal of the Inter- 
state Commerce law and the other for 
the repeal of the long and short haul 
and anti-pooling sections—which had 
been referred to the committee. He 
contended that the law had retarded 
railroad development, and, toa large 
extent, stopped construction, Mr. 
Morse claimed that if the law has 
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righted any wrongs it has created 
vastly greater ones, the most impor. 
tant being interference with competi- 
tion in the carrying business. He 
denounced the provision giving the 
Commissioners discretionary powers 
to suspend the operations of the 
long and short-haul clause, and 
demanded that if the law was 
to continue in force it should be 
made applicable to Canadian railroads, 
which were now, by low rates on long 
hauls, securing willions of dollars 
worth of business that belonged to 
American roads. The arraignment is 
a sweeping one, but while there are 
many objectionable features in the 
law, this wholesale denunciation is 
certainly uncalled for and not war- 
ranted. The provision giving the 
Commissioners discretionary powers to 
suspend the operations of the short 
haul clause is certainly open to serious 
objection, but this can be amended, 
and so can other provisions which 
timeand experience have demonstrated 
as objectionable or unwise, or as being 
unjust to either the shipper or the 
earrier. How legislation by the 
American Congress can be made to 
apply to Canadian railroads Mr. Morse 
did not state, and when he essays to 
attempt it he will doubtless encounter 
a formidable snag. We cannot indorse 
the law in its entirety, and have here- 
tofore called attention to some of its 
shorcomings, but its passage was a step 
in the right direction. Itis altogether 
too much to expect that legislative ac- 
tion in a new direction, and involving 
such varied and extensive interests, 
should be perfect. Time and a fair 
test are necessary to determine the 
best means to attain the end sought, 
and as defects in the law are thereby 
made apparent they can be remedied 
by legislative amendment, in which 
manner only may approxiwate perfec- 
tion besought. Mr. Morse’s intemper- 
ate onslaught leaves him open to the 
suspicion that he is using his position 
in the interests of some interest, pre- 
sumably that of the railroads. 
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THE IMPORTS OF LOGWOOD. 


There has been a prevailing impres- 
sion among the dyewood extract man- 
ufacturers, and others interested, that 
the receipts of logwood at the port of 
New York during 1889, would show a 
material decrease from the arrivals 
during previous years, owing, in their 
opinion, to the fact that the con- 
sumption has been much less than in 
former years. The following carefully 
prepared statistics, from Custom House 
returns, will show the receipts from 
the several ports, for the past five

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this country, for the reason that the 
material increase at this port is ac- 
counted for by the fact that much of 
the wood, which in former years has 
gone to Boston and other outside 
ports, has come to New York during 
the past twelve months, in consequence 
of the prevalence of the disturb- 
ances at the Haytian ports, which 
necessitated vessels running the block- 
ade and the steamers and other vessels 
performing these feats were largely 
New York boats. These outside cities 
therefore show a decrease in receipts. 
Importers assert that it is true that 
the demand showed a material reduc- 
tion in some quarters, but they claim 
that on the whole the call for stocks 
was much the same as in former years, 
with the exception that it was more 
evenly distributed. Many of the larger 
makers, they state, whe in former 
periods had contracts or large hold 
ings at this season, are merely supply- 
ing their actual needs, and seem little 
concerned as to the future.

PROPOSED DUTY ON SUL 
PHURIC ACID. 

The information given in the edito- 
rial coluwns of the REPORTER last 
week, relative to the conflicting opin- 
ions in the trade on the proposed duty 
of one-half cent per pound on sulphu- 
ricacid, was a genuine surprise to cer- 
tain manufacturing interests, from the 
fact that the parties who favor a duty 
had no idea that such an’action had 
been anticipated several weeks in ad- 
vance and that a committee had qui- 
etly visited Washington with the in- 
tention of forestalling the movement. 
The publication in last week’s issue was 
the first intimation to the local trade 
that the American Association of Man- 
ufacturing Chemists had been repre- 
sented before the Ways and Means 
Committee and requested that no 
change be made in the acid schedule. 
This fact influenced certain local 
acid manufacturers to send a dele- 
gate to Washington and last Friday he 
appeared before the tariff committee to 
advocate the placing of a duty on sul- 
phuric acid, with the view of counter- 
acting the effect of the previous re- 
quests made by the opposing side. 
Thus the matter stands but for the 
moment only, as the probability is 
that members of both houses of Con- 
gress will receive many communica- 
tions through the mail. The contro- 
versy is warming up to an interesting 
point and may include pyrites.

OLIVE OIL AND THE TARIFF. 


There never has been any system- 
atic method to convince Congress that 
olive oilshould be free of duty, be- 
cause importers of the article did not 
care to trifle with the subject, al- 
though subjected to annoyances inci- 
dent to the routine work of the cus- 
toms service. The matter has been 
taken in hand however, by a recently 
organized body of foreign merchants 
in this city, known as the Italian 
Chamber of Commerce, and a mem- 
orial sent to Congress last week indi 
cates that the members are alive to 
their own interests. In addition to 
other Italian products, Congress is 
asked to place all grades of olive oil on 
the free list,on the ground that not 
one hundreth part of the quantity 
consumed is produced in the United 
States. 

It is well enough for the Italian col- 
ony of merchants to promote their 
future prospects by claiming assistance 
from Congress because of their resi- 
dence in the United States, but the 
one-sided statement will hardly be ac- 
cepted as voicing the sentiment of the 
olive oil trade. The gentlemen inter- 
ested committed the mistake of ignor- 
ng|many importers and dealers in fram- 
ing their appeal, probably because of 
anticipated opposition to the plan. 
Many persons are in favor of having 
the duty retained because itis a safe- 
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guard against olive oil mixtures. 
If the duty were removed a large pro- 
portion of the stock coming here 
would be cotton oil which is now pre- 
vented from entering olive oil destined 
for the American warkets because of 
the duty. It is claimed that every gal- 
lon of olive oil imported is pure, sim- 
ply because of its dutiable value, but 
every gallon of olive oil sold in the 
American markets is by no means 
pure, as it is compounded and ‘‘doc- 
tored” insome eases to suit the whims 
and purses of small buyers after the 
oil reaches this side. Foreign shippers 
would soon find their American busi- 
ness leaving them if they sent over 
mixtures, as importers seriously ob- 
ject to paying duty on other than olive 
oil, but the same care would scarcely 
beobservedin case of removal of the 
tariff, as such a change would natural- 
ly increase the movement and encour: 
age inexperienced and irresponsible 
persons to go into the business, 

The Pacific coast industry is not an 
element in the situation apparently,as 
the olive oil pressers have either aban- 
doned the work or concluded to ‘‘hide 
their light under a hushel,” so far as 
the outside public is concerned.

THE EXPORTS OF PETROLEUM. 

The official statistics of the exports 
of petroleum for the month of Decem- 
ber and for the year 1889 have just 
been issued by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics at Washington. From this report 
we find that the total exports during 
last year, of crude and all the pro- 
ducts taken together, show an increase 
of 108,298,309 gallons over the amount 
exported during 1888. This is an in- 
crease in the total export business of 
nearly twenty per cent. The exports 
of illuminating oil show an increase of 
97,594,058 gallons, or over twenty-one 
per cent, The increase in the exports 
of crude amounted to 6,756,397 galions, 
or nearly nine per cent. The exports 
of naphtha were nearly double in 
quantity and more than double in 
value. No better reply to the state- 
ments in some of our London exchang- 
es, to the effect that the oil sent from 
this side was greatly inferior in qual- 
ity than formerly could be given. 
Were these charges true the exports 
might be expected to show a marked 
decrease, especially when the further 
statement by the same papersthat the 
Russian oil received in England during 
the past year is greatly improved in 
quality and now very popular, is con- 
sidered in connection. The truth of 
the matter is that these published 
statements are prompted by the cha- 
grin of former prominent dealers in 
American petroleum at the loss of 
their trade. The statements in the 
English trade papers alluded to bear 
the ear-marks of trade circulars issued 
by the firms who formerly controlled 
the sale of American petroleum, but who 
now are doing their utmost to foist the 
inferior Russian oil on their former 
customers. This is the true inward- 
ness of the alleged complaints of infer- 
ior American oil shipped to Europe 
during the past year. 

The official statistics of exports for 
the month of December show an in- 
crease, as compared with December, 
1888, of 11,258,036 gallons. The exports 
of crude show an increase of 2,999,957 
gallons, and of illuminating, 7,742,866 
gallons. The increase in the exports 
of lubricating oil amounted to 1,283,258 
gallons, while naphtha shows a de- 
crease of 739,947 gallons. As the ex- 
port of petroleum always shows a 
large decrease in December, and the 
stocks abroad had been allowed to 
accumulate during the fall in anticipa- 
tion of higher prices, this increase 
may be accepted as refuting the charge 
that the shipments had been of infer: 
ior quality. The increased exports 
may also be accepted as going far to 
show that while Europe may be re- 
ceiving more oil from Russia, the 





American product is preferred by the 
consumers, and that notwithstanding 
the efforts being made to market Mus- 
covite oil, the consumption of the 
Yankee product is steadily on the in- 
crease, 
> 
THE EXPORT DEMAND FOR FISH 
OIL AND BONE. 


As is shown by a statement on an- 
other page‘ an unusually large amount 
of American fish oil has been sent to 
Scotland during the past few months, 
which is owing principally to the de- 
cline of the Dundee fishery,and the ele- 
vated price of whalebone on the other 
side would indicate that American 
bone will also continue to have a good 
foreign outlet. It looks as if the pes- 
simists who predicted a few years ago 
the extinction of the Greenland whale 
were about to score a victory. Whale 
fishing was an importaut industry in 
the United Kingdom a few years ago, 
but its glory has departed. At the port 
of Hull alone, from whence over sixty 
ships sailed once upon a time, not a 
vessel now leaves in pursuit of the 
whale. More attention has been 
directed by the merchants of Dundee 
to the seal fishery on account of the 
value of skins, and the fish oil industry 
has been allowed to decline in conse- 
quence, much to the satisfaction of 
Awerican manufacturers and export- 
ers who may expect to reap larger re 
turns from that source.

THE DRAWBACK SYSTEM.  , 


A systematic effort will be made at 
this session of Congress to cripple the 
export trade by abolishing the draw- 
back system in the customs service, and 
itdevolves upon those of our readers 
who have interest in the matter of al- 
lowance of drawback on exports of 
articles manufactured in this country 
from imported materials, to file remon- 
strances with their representatives at 
Washington. In most cases articles 
made from imported goods on which 
duties have been paid cannot be profit- 
ably exported without a drawback of 
the duties paid on such raw material, 
and instead of the law being regarded 
as a piece of class legislation and giving 
an opportunity for fraud and perjury, 
its privileges should be extended. No 
benefit is derived from the system by 
the linseed crushers who export all the 
oil cake made from imported seed, and 
a drawback, which is justly due them, 
would be very acceptable at this time 
when values are too low for a margin 
of profit. 

Attention is directed to a communi- 
cation on another page of this issue, in 
which the subject is thoroughly re- 
viewed from the exporters’ standpoint. 
It isshown that in no case could the 
use for export of domestic material in 
place of like imported material benefit 
either manufacturer or exporter, be- 
cause the present system would neces- 
sitate the setting apart for domestic 
consumption of a like quantity of 
imported material. This has been the 
priocipal stumbling block of fault- 
finders who fail to understand the 
purpose of the law or to perceive the 
force of the argument that exporters 
would find perjury a very expensive 
practice.

Mr. Edward D. Bartlett, of New York, sub- 
mitted before the Ways and Means Committee 
last week, an argument in favor of amending 
the Revised Statutes so as to provide that the 
duties on imported merchandise deposited in 
any bonded warehouse established under the 
authority of law shall be assessed upon the 
quantity delivered from warehouses instead 
of the quantity entering into warehouse, and 
that the bonded period be extended to three 
years. 


The Monarch Distillery, at Peoria, Ill., caught 
fire last Sunday afternoon and before the 
flames could be brought under control, seven 
copper stills, together with a 100,000 gallons of 
untaxed spirits, were destroyed. The damage 
is estimated at $125,000, which is covered by 
insurance. The distillery was operated by the 
Distillers’ and Cattle Feeders’ Trust, and was 
one of the largest in the world, having aca- 
pacity of 19,000 bushels of corn perday. The 
cause Of the fire is unknown. 


Mr. H. Louderbough, proprietor of the New 
Jersey Paint Works, having complcted his new 
paint factory,and having had it in operation 
some two months, now has stock prepared to 
supply the trade in anything pertaining to 
mixed paint, copper paint, colors, lead, zinc, 
varnishes, etc. Mr. Louderbough's long con- 
nection with the paint trade gives him a 
knowledge of the special wants in the various 
localities, and he satisfies all buyers by aiming 
to manufacture goods of standard merit. 


A bill introduced in the House last week by 
Representative Milis, provides for reciprocity 
in trade between the United States and 
Mexico. All articles produced in Mexico are 
to be admitted free of duty to this country 
by Presidential proclamation, whenever Mex- 
ico shall admit the products of the United 
States free ofduty. Articles subject to an in- 
ternal revenue tax are exempted from the 
operations of the bill, whose provisions are to 
continue in force so long as Mexico adheres 
to her part ot the arrangement. 


The apathy displayed by the members of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association on 
the alcohol question, has probably discour- 
aged Mr. Alexander H. Jones, chairman of the 
Committee on Legislation, who has devoted 
considerable valuable time in properly pre- 
paring the subject for congressional action. 
We hear that he has concluded not to serve 
the association in that capacity again, but 
hope he will think differently when the time 
arrives for the next appointments to be made, 
as he has rendered the drug and chemical 
trades great service and it is appreciated, al- 
though the individual firms are slow to co- 
operate on internal revenue. 


Mr. A. U. Andrus, of Lazell, Dalley & Co., is 
a firm believer in social trade organizations, 
and he has been feeling the pulse of the drug 
jobbing trade of New York on the matter. 
Just now there is a rush of business which 
preventsa consideration of outside topics, 
but at the earliest opportunity he intends to 
have a meeting called to strengthen the fra- 
ternal relations between jobbers by adopting 
some means of bringing them together fre- 
quently. This wise movement should meet 
with the hearty support of every one 
identified with the trade, asit no doubt will, 
but why not include importers, manufac- 
turers, essential oil dealers and others in that 
line? There can be no objection to extending 
the social feeling.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


A dose of glycerine was last week admin- 
istered to the old Drake well with apparently 
good resulta, 


The Ohio Oil Company had 40 derricks blown 
down by the storm of last week, and the 
Shawnee Company, six. The force of the gale 
was not so strong inthe territory of Buckland 
and Glynnwood. : 


The ship Samuel Skolfield, Hall, which put 
into St. Thomas dismasted while on a voyage 
from New York for Batavia, arrived at For- 
tress Monroe Monday morning in tow of tug 
C. W. Morse on her wuy to New York. 


A fire broke out at the Clark oil refinery at 
Cleveland on Sunday. Several stills were de- 
stroyed, as also the wax works, a large two 
story frame structure. The fire spread toa 
train of tank cars, several of which were dam- 
aged. The loss isestimated at $15,000. 


The London & American Syndicate, Limited, 
with a capital of £25,000 in £1 shares, proposes 
to acquire concessions for working oil wells, 
&c., in the United States of America, Canada, 
Mexico and elsewhere. The first subscribers 
inciude Messrs. H. P. Gray, W. E. Jackson and 
G. Finney. 


A California note says that steam is gener- 
ated in the boilers of the pumping engines at 
Moody’s Gulch, four or five miles from Los 
Gatos, by the use of natural gas procured 
trom the oil wells. The supply is not great 
but it is steady and maintains enough heat to 
keep the steam at 65 pounds pressure. 


The Transvaal Petroleum Company, Limit- 
ed, has been formed in London, to aequire oil 
wells, &c., in Burmah, India, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Borneo, Beluchistan, 
South Africa, &c. Its capital is £5,000 in £1 
shares. The signatories include Messrs. A. T.

Proposals are solicited by the inspector of 
life saving stations ir this city for furnishing 
the Life Saving Service 157 barrels of about 50 
gallons each of “Water White” mineral oil, 
48° Beaume, 150° Fahrenheit fire test, 125° Fah- 
renheit flash test, to be delivered in strong, 
tight, wel'-made, iron hooped casks at such 
points in New York city as may be desired. 


Capt. H. M. Roberts, of steamer Kingdom, 
reports that on the 13th inst. he fell in with 
the bark Jane Law, from New York for Hull, 
loaded with petroleum in barrels, waterlog- 
ged and abandoned. She had been abandoned 
only a short time apparently and her crew had 
probably been taken off by a passing tessel. 
As a measure of safety to other vessels Capt. 
Roberts set fire to the abandoned vessel, and 
when last seen she was burning. 

An endeavor will, it is said, be made in the 
course of next session of the British Parlia- 
ment to passa measure bringing petroleum 
within the meaning of the Explosive Acts. 
According to the officials, with the greater 
consumption of petroleum so has the danger 
connected with its storage and sale grown. It 
is added that her Majesty’s Inspector of Ex- 
plosives has had the matter under his consid- 
eration, with the result that a short bill has 
been framed to alter the regulations of the pe- 
troleum trade. 


The total number of vessels cleared from 
American ports during 1889, petroleum laden, 
was 284, of which 32 were steamers. This is a 
larger number of steamers than in any former 
year, showing that these vessels are slowly 
but surely pushing for supremacy in this as 
in other trades. Over half of this petroleum 
fleet, or 158 vessels, of which 28 were steam- 
ers, were British. Of the remainder 83 were 
American, 21 Italian, 6 German, 6 Dutch, 5 
Norwegian, 3 French, 1 Russian and 1 Swe- 
dish. 

The New Zealand Petroleum and Iron Syn- 
dicate, Limited, London, with a capital of 
£35,000, in shares of £1 each, has for directors 
Lord H. Ulick Browne. Hon. H. Stormont 
Finch Hatton, Messrs. W. E. Whitworth, J. R- 
Pilling (director of the British Empire Petro- 
leum Company, Limited), and Mr. Charles 
Marvin. It has been formed to acquire a 
lease granted by the New Plymouth Harbor 
Board, to work the petroleum deposits and 
titaniferous iron-sands extending over sev- 
eral miles of beach at Taranaki, New Zealand. 

A new mineral oil having the consistency of 
butter, has recently been -ntroduced in 
France. The new substance is not acid, and 
is free from resinous matter and drying oils. 
It is very stable in character, and does not 
undergo any change when exposed to the air. 
Its buttery consistency does not appear to be 
due to the addition of paraffin, vaseline, or 
wax to a liquid oil, as it has a definite melting 
point at 84 deg, C,. and does not inflame at a 
temperature lower than 230deg. In color it 
resembles butter, and it has no appreciable 
odor, These properties give it an especial 
value ag a lubricator, as it has no chemical 
actions on metals dynamine, js jikely to be ex, 
rensively ysed for this purpose,

Still Discussing Mica. 


In addition to the arguments made before 
the Ways and Means Committee last week on 
the importation of mica, reference to which 
was made in last week's issue of the REPORT- 
ER, Co!. J. M. Gere of South Carolina,and Cou- 
gressman Ewart of North Carolina appeared 
and wanted a protective duty on mica. 

F. W. Weber, of Lynn, Mass., said that for- 
eign mica had just been sought because of the 
high prices of domestic mica, and it had been 
found to be so much better than the Ameri- 
can article that it would be profitable to use 
the foreign mica at higher prices. American 
mica could not be split into as fine sheets as 
foreign mica, 

George H, Randall of Grafton, N, H., a mica 
mine owner, contradicted the statements of 
the previous witness, He had been in business 
27 years, and had never heard, until the ques- 
tion of duty came up, of a single fault being 
found with the cleavage of American mica. 
He exhibited a number of specimens blasted 
from his mine, which he said, was fully equal 
to the foreign product. Nearly every mica 
mine in the United States had been compelled 
to shut down within the last few years, owing 
to foreign competition. Unless a duty was 
imposed, it was “goodby” to American mica

Amalgamation of German 
Works. 


The Actien Gesellschaft fur Anilin Fabrika- 
tion, in Berlin, acquired, as is well known, 
several years ago the business and works of 
the Bronner Color Works in Frankfort-on-the- 
Main.

Tank-Made Window Glass. 


The introduction of the process of melting 
glass in tanks into the United States has been 
watched with the greatest interest by the 
manufacturers and dealers throughout the 
country. The Chambers & McKee Glass Com- 
pany, of Pittsburg, purchased a large track of 
land near Grapeville, Pa., and about twenty 
miles from Pittsburg, on which they built the 
town of Jeannette and erected immense 
worke—the largest in this country, if not in 
the world. Here they began the manufacture 
of glass by the tank process, on a much more 
extensive scale than had ever before been at- 
tempted. even in the old world. It was pre- 
dicted by many from the start that the ex- 
periment would be a failure, and the state- 
ment was repeatedly made that it was impos- 
sible to produce good glass by this process. 
The Chambers & McKee Glass Company paid 
no attention to these attacks, but quietly and 
persistently continued the operation of their 
tanks, and in the past year have demonstrated 
beyond a doubt, as will be seen by the numer- 
ons testimonials given elsewhere in this issue, 
that they not omly can make good glass, but 
their product is equal in quality to the best 
that is made in this country or Europe.

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The Conference of Window Glass 
Makers. 


Varivus causes contributed to make the 
semi-annual meeting of the Association of 
American Window Glass Manufacturers in 
Washington, last week, barrenof important 
results. The attendance was much smaller 
than usual, many well-known faces that have 
annually appeared in the corridors of the 
Rigg’s House since the initial meeting of the 
Association, beiug missed, and they were not 
replaced by new faces. The cause of theslim 
attendance was attributed to the unusual ac- 
tivity of trade in what is generally considercd 
the duli season, the manufacturers, in 
many cases, not being disposed to leave busi- 
hess even for the short time necessary to at- 
tend the conference. Among the prominent 
members present were Mr, F. A. Bodine, of 
the Cohansey Glass Company, 
J.; Mr. William Loefiler, of K. C, Sehwertz & 
Co., Pittsburg: E. O. Frazee, formerly of Cane 
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astota, N. Y., now of Chicago; Thomas Wight- 
man, of Thomas Wightman & Co., Pittsburg; 
Daniel McKee, of 8S. McKee & Co., Pittsburg; 
D. O. Cunningham, Pittsburg; James A. 
Chambers, of Chambers & McKee Glass Co., 
Jeannette, Pa.; Capt. J. F. Gorsuch, of Kearns 
& Gorsuch Glass Co., Zanesville, O., and others 
representing the following named firms: W. 
C. DePauw Co., New Albany, Ind.; Phillips & 
Co., Pittsburg; Biker Bros., Swindell Bros,, 
Wm. King & Co,, of Baltimore; Hires & Co., 
Philadelphia; Cumberland Glass Mfg. Co., and 
More, Jonas & More, of Bridgeton, N. J. and 
Millville Glass Co., Millville, N. J. Mr. E. O- 
Frazee, secretary of the United Glass Compa- 
ny of Chicago, which corporation,by the way, 
is not yet a member of the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, represented many of the individual 
firms composing the United, which retain 
their membership in the association; conse- 
quently few of the New York and Western 
manufacturers put in an appearance at the 
meeting. The gas belt manufacturers were 
poorly represented in point of numbers, few 
of them appearing to take any interest in the 
affairs of the national association. 

President Bodine called the meeting to or- 
der at about eleven o'clock on Wednesday 
morning and when Secretary Frazee called the 
roll about allthose who were to attend the 
conference were in their places, and everyone 
nota member of the association was denied 
admittance to the room. 

It had been expected by the trade at large 
that the meeting would be prolific of import- 
ant results in view of the developments of the 
past six months, but it was subsequently as- 
certained that no decisive action was taken 
upon any of the subjects presented by the 
president's report apart from the appoint- 
ment of a committee to revise the long prices, 
should it be found necessary to make any 
changes in the list, It was the intention of 
the association to revise the list at this meet- 
ing so that it might conform to the prices on 
foreign glass. The action of the Importers 
Association in postponing action on its list 
until the 5th prox, left the manufacturers no 
alternative but to wait until the new French 
list isissued. The committee appointed by 
the manufacturers is vested with power to 
make such changes in the American list, after 
the French prices have been revised, as may 
in its judgment be advisable or necessary. 

President Bodine’s address closely followed 
the lines upon which his speeches at previous 
meetings have been modelled. The usual sta- 
tistics were presented and showed that the 
consumption of window glass during the past 
six months has been much larger than fur the 
same period in previous years. As a result 
the stock in the hands of manufacturers has 
been reduced over 350,000 boxes since July Ist, 
1889. The production has been rather smaller 
during this blast than i. was during the pre- 
vious fire. The imports for the past six months 
have been less than those for the same time a 
year ago, but all of the decrease, President 
Bodine explained, occurred during November 
and December, and was probably occasioned 
by the large advance in the price of glass in 
Belgium, that advance being the result of 
greatly increased cost of raw material. When 
the importers, he said, make us their minds to 
accept ruling prices, as they must, it is quite 
probable that they will make up their defi- 
cient supply. The number of pots in opera- 
tion on January Ist, 1890 was over 1200, out of 
a total capacity of 1600 pots, which includes 
the tank furnaces. 

Mr. Bodine spoke upon the question of wages 
which is one of the subjects that cause the 
manufacturers much anxiety and annoyance, 
and referred to the scarcity of skilled labor 
and its effect upon the industry. He also 
gave his views on the tariff question at 
length, and reviewed the progress of tank 
building in this country and abroad. 

At the close of his address, the members en- 
tered upon an infornial discussion of the dif- 
ferent points presented, but although several 
hours were occupied in debate no definite 
conclusions were reached, 

While the question of prices was under con- 
sideration, it was shown that although the 
price of American window glass has advanced 
since last summer it is no higher now than it 
was at this time a yearago. Asthe manufac- 
turers, generally, lost money in 1889, they do 
not feel particularly hopeful of making a 
profit this year unless prices go higher. The 
impression was entertained that an advance 
was probable, some of the manufacturers 
looking for much higher prices. It was 
shown during the debate that a number of 
the members think an advance in prices dur- 
ing the coming season is not desirable be- 
cause higher prices would encourage tbe 
importation of foreign glass and curtail the 
consumption of the American product. Those 
opposing an advance beld that the natural 
and proper course to be pursued by the Amer- 
ican manufacturers is to put prices down to a 
point that would reduce imports of French 
glass to one-half of its present volume, which 
is thirty per cent. of the total consumption 
of window glass in this country. Thetrue 
remedy, they argued, is to produce at lower 
cost in order to sell at lower prices, but that 
could only be made possible by adopting new 
methods of manufacturing. ; 

It seems reasonuble, they thought, that the 


Bridgeton, N. | revolution in the business in both England 
and Belgium, which has reduced the number 


of pots in operation there during the past 





three or four years seventy-five per cent., 
would accomplish the same thing in America. 
It is needless to remark that this refers to the 
adoption of tank furnaces. The majority of the 
manufacturers would be slow to adopt the in- 
novation, even did it not involve an expense 
that few of them would or could voluntarily 
undertake, but as the exigencies of the busi- 
ness promise to make the discarding of pots 
for tanks a necessity, the majority are dis- 
posed to allow the few to bear the expense, 
anxiety and trouble of preliminary experi- 
ments. Therefore the operations of the tanks 
at Jeannette and the Cohansey’s venture at 
Bridgeton, N. J., are being watched with in- 
terest and some anxiety. 

In considering the tariff matter the manu- 
facturers were a unit in the opinionthata 
restoration of the duties of 1882 was absolutely 
necessary for the preservation and growth of 
the industry. It was also made clear that an 
extra bracket should be added to the tariff 
schedule, to include glass measuring more 
than 24 by 30 inches up toacertain size. The 
present schedule is based on conditions that 
prevailed ip the early days of the glass indus- 
try of the country, when comparatively little 
glass measuring over 24 by 30 inches was im- 
ported into this country. Now, a large per- 
centage of the imports is composed of large 
sizes, and the manufacturers claim that they 
are not adequately protected on such glass. 
There was, however, no formal action taken 
with a view of presenting the tariff matter to 
Congress, it haying been already fully pre- 
sented to the Ways and Means Committee 
during recent hearings. 

The problems presented by the wages ques- 
tion and the scarcity of blowers were care- 
fully gone over, but as usual it was left to the 
local association to deal with themin such 
manner as may be necessary or advisable, 
The manufacturers are, and have been for 
some time past, seriously inconvenienced by 
the scarcity of skilled workmen, owing to the 
increased production necessary to supply the 
current demand, but as the blowers have lim- 
ited the-number of apprentices and the alien 
contract labor law prevents the mannfactu- 
rers from seeking additional help in Europe, 
they have had to get along as well as they 
could with such American workers as are 
available and the occasional foreigners that 
come here of their own accord to seek em- 
Ployment. So farascan be learned. no rem- 
edy for this condition of affairs was suggested. 

The manufacturers adjourned to meet 
again in this city on July 15th next, unless in 
the meantime a special confergnce should be 
made necessary by the changing conditions of 
the trade. 


PRESIDENT BODINE ON THE SITUATION. 

Atter the meeting adjourned President 
F. L. Bodine was seen by the representative 
of the RePorTER in his room at the Arling- 
ton. The information he offered regarding 
the work of the association was meager, but 

he had much to say concerning the reports of 
consolidation in the glass trade. 

“Well,” he began, “I suppose you have 
heard a great dea] about a window glass trust 
There is no such thing, nor was it ever con- 
templated. The report that the manufac. 
turersin the Ohio and Indiana gas belt had 
recently formed a stock company with a cap- 
ital of $500,000 was a newspaper story and 
without foundation in fact. The recent 
meeting was held for the purpose of re-estab- 
lishing th ir prices so that they would con- 
form to those quoted by other manufacturers. 

“The only thing in the shape of a consoli- 
dated company is the ‘United’ of Chicago. 
The gas belt manufacturers have never even 
considered the subject of consolidation. The 
United Glass Company is a good thing for the 
manufacturers embraced by it, and it is a 
00d thing for consumers because it reduces 
cost without preventing competition. I 
would like to see more such corporations, and 
it is possible that that consolidation will be 
followed by others. 

“The New York Times made a sharp and 
unwarranted attack upon the American 
manufacturers last week, and several times I 
have been almost persuaded to writea reply 
toit. Why, there is not to-day as strong a 
combination among the American manufac- 
turers as the one just formed by the import- 
ers. They talk of an iron-clad agreement—we 
have no iron-clad agreement. We do not cast 
aslurupon the importers for entering into 
such an agreement, but we do object to 
having a slur cast upon us for doing what 
every other branch of manufacture in every 
part of the world is doiig. Mr. McKinley was 
tight in saying that it is an incident of trade 
and not a result of the tariff, 

“There is to-day astronger agreement and 
more uniform price among the Belgian manu- 
facturers and the New York and Boston 
importers of Belgian window glass than there 
is among the American manufacturers, As 
president of the National Association of Win- 
dow Glass Manufacturers, if any man is bound 
to any price, naturally I would be that man, 
and I have no agreement with anybody as to 
the price I shall sell glass at. I sell it each day 
at any price I choose to fix—and can get.” 

THE GREEN GLASS TRADE, 

A delegation from the chemical trade, act- 
iog however as individuals, went down to 
Washington last Wednesday to renew ac- 
guaintances among the glass manufacturers, 
and ascertain what the bottle men were going 
to do at their annual convention. An imme- 
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diate termination 01 the strike and a general 
starting up of the green glass factories would 
mean a good deal tothe hojders of chemicals, 
as it would at once compel the manufacturers 
to come into the market for supplies of raw 
materials. Although the chemical people 
were encouraged by hearing that a number 
of factories were starting up, the action of 
the Eastern District Association of Green 
Glass Manufacturers for the present prevents 
any improvement in the demand forchemicals 
from this source. 

The meeting of the n .tional association was 
held first and occupied the best part of Thurs- 
day, but apart from the election of officers 
and an informal discussion of the conditions 
now governing the trade, nothing was done. 
The eastern assoeiation met immediately 
after the adjournment of the national, and 
in view of the preliminary talk in the hotel 
corridors and the frequent interchange of 
telegrams between the Eastern men present 
and members of the Western association, it 
was expected that the session would be a 
lively one. The recent starting up of a num- 
ber of factories had somewhat complicated 
matters, and it was intimated that the decided 
divergence of views among the members on 
the question of continuing the lock-out, 
might result in the disbanding of the organi- 
zation before the meeting adjourned 

It is understood that a number of the mem- 
bers who were anxious to resume operations 
strongly advocated a proposition to accede to 
the demands of the workers, but the majority 
werein favor of adhering to the attitude 
adopted at the beginning of the trouble, and 
as a result of the discussion, a resolution con- 
firming the manufacturers in this position 
and refusing to accept the scale of wages 
offered by the workers and declining to rec- 
ognize their demands was adopted, 

Subsequently a dispatch was received from 
the Western Association in session in Pitts- 
burg conveying the sympatby of that organi- 
zation and promising to give the Eastern man- 
ufacturers its support and do all in its power 
to aid them in any reasonable action. A 
meeting will be held on the 30th inst. for the 
purpose of considering the question of stop 
ping the Western factories in conformity with 
the assurances conveyed by the above tele- 
gram. 

NOTES. 

Among the chemical men present in Wash- 
ington during the glass conventions were 
Mr. J. Montgomery Wing, of Messrs. Wing & 
Evans, Jas. S. Burroughs, of Messrs. J. W. 
Hubbard & Co., New York; Pemberton Hol- 
lingsworth, of Messrs, Hollingsworth & Peter- 
son, and Frederick Hess, of Messrs. Ellis Yar- 
nall & Co., Philade)phia. 

Mr. D. H. Roberts, of New York, reached 
Washington, in the course of his wedding 
trip in time for the meeting of the American 
Window Glass Manufacturers Association. 
Mrs. Koberts held an informal reception at the 
Riggs House just prior to the meeting. 

Messrs. James Campbell, and A. M. Hammett 
of Pittsburg were given a brief hearing before 
the Ways and Means Committee on Tuesday 
They advocated the restoration of duties on 
window glass, to the rates prevailing prior to 
the revision of 1883, and also asked that extra 
provision be made fora duty on certain large 
sizes which are now includ:’d in the bracket, 
“all above 24x30 inches,’ owing to the large in- 
crease in the importation of s ch sizes during 
the last few years. Messrs. Campbell and 
Hammett represented the glass workers. 

None of the manufacturers appeared before 
the Ways and Means Committee during their 
visit to Washington last week, but it is under- 
stood that several of their representatives 
will be given an opportunity to file a state- 
ment relative to the glass interests, with the

The Drawback System. 

A correspondent ventilates his views as fol- 
lows on the system of allowing drawbacks on 
exports of articles manu!actured in this coun- 
try from imported materials; 

Any law taxing imports, whether for pro- 
tection or for revenue, necessarily affects the 
interest of those desiring to export merchan- 
dise on which such tax has been paid. The ef- 
fect is substantially the same in case the mer- 
chandise be exported in condition a3 import- 
ed, Orincase it be exported in a condition 
changed by some process of manufacture. 
Merchandise on which a duty has been paid, 
cannot, other things being equal, be placed in 
a foreign market on an equal footing with like 
merchandise which has not been subject to 
payment of duty. 

The bonded warehouse system, which per- 
mits withdrawal of merchandise for export 
without payment of duty, practically relieves 
the exporter of foreign goods exported in con- 
dition as imported from the disadvantages to 
which animport duty without such system 
would subject him. The law allowing draw- 
back of the duties paid on the material used 
in the manufacture of the articlesexported is 
designed to relieve, and snbstantially does re- 
lieve, the exporter of such domestic manu- 
factures from the disadvantages to which he 
would otherwise be subjected in foreign mar- 
kets because of duties paid on material. In 
most cases articles made from imported mate- 
rial on which duties have been paid cannot be 
profitably exported without a drawback of 
the duties paid on such material. 

The existing feeling of opposition to al 
drawbacks can have no good “reason for be 
ing,” unless it be inability to understand the 
facts and principles above noted. 

Theconditions of exportation of merchan- 
dise manufactured from imported material 
are so many andso variable that they cannot 
be subject to permanent statutes. This fact 
was recognized by Congress in the law of Aug- 
ust 5, 1861, now Section 3019, Revised Statutes, 
which provides -that drawback shall be al- 
lowed, and authorized the Secretary of the 
Treasury to prescribe the necessary regula- 
tions. From the beginning the Treasury De- 
partment has administered this law in a liberal 
spirit. This policy has resulted in a generally 
fair and successful administratlon, and has 
substantially accomplished the purpose of the 
law. ‘ The two exceptional cases in which the 
law for a time miscarried were clearly faults 
of administration, and were in no way charge- 
able to faultin the law. Parties opposed to 
the law have imagined and charged many 
miscarriages, which, on investigation, have 
turned out to be only failures on the part of 
the fault-finders to understand the purpose of 
the law. 

Unfortunately the law has come to be re- 
garded by some asa piece of class legislation, 
designed for the especial benefit of American 
manufacturers, when in fact it was designed 
cnly to remove as far as possible a disadvan- 
tage to which merchandise manufactured in 
the United States from imported material was 
subject in foreign markets by reason of an 
import tax on such material, Under the ex- 
isting warehouse system, foreign manufac- 
tures may be imported and placed in ware- 
house, and without payment of any duty 
may be withdrawn for exportation to foreign 
markets. To enable a merchant to export an 
article manufactured in the United States in 
place of alike imported article, the law un- 
dertakes to return to the exporter the duties 
paid on the imported material used, The in- 
terest of the manufacturer cf the article ex- 
ported is only incidental, and is no more di- 
rect than that of the laborer employed by the 
manufacturer,or of the farmer or stock raiser 
who feeds the laborer. In cases where one 
party is both manufacturer and exporter,that 
party in entitled to receive drawback solely 
because of his being the exporter, as in that 
capacity he is obliged to meet competition in 
the foreign market. 

In most cases merchandise is exported by 


oi some party other than the manufacturer. and 


n yery many cases the exportation of the ar- 


ticle on which drawback is allowed, is only in- 
cidental to the exportation of some other ar- 
ticle, asin the case of bags exported filled 
with grain, flour, etc.,and tin cans exported 
filled with petroleum, turpentine, fish, fruits 
and meats. The application of the drawback 
law reduces the cost of placing domestic pro- 
ductsin foreign markets. to what that cost 
would be in case there was no import duty on 
the materials used in the manufacture of the 
packages in which such products are export- 
ed. 

Certain manufacturing interests have un- 
dertaken to persuade the Secretary of the 
Treasury so to administer existing law that 
exporters of domestic products might be 
forced to buy export packages from them, 
and these manufacturers are now instructing 
Congress so to revise and amend the draw- 
back law that exporters will be obliged to 
purchase packages of their make instead o¢ 
using other packages equally serviceable and 
costing less, These manufacturers have sub- 
stantial reasons for trying to make the de- 
partment and Congress forget that the ob- 
ject of the drawback system is not to give to 
any manufacturer the right indirectly to tax 
or throttle the export trade of the country. 


Since the right to claim drawback clearly 
belongs to the party who places the exported 
article on the foreign market, it is important 
that the right of that party only should be 
recognized in the law. The conditions of ex- 
portation are such as to make it difficult in 
many cases to determine who is the exporter 
of merchandise shipped. Ownership of much 
of that merchandise changes on the deck of 
the exporting vessel. Where merchandise is 
shipped from interior points on “through” 
bills of lading, ownersbip often changes while 
the goodsarein transit from point of ship- 
ment to port of exportation. These and 
other conditions make it practically impossi- 
ble for an executive officer to secure the in- 
formation which would make him competent 
to decide how and where to apply the term 
exporter. The bill of lading, which in all 
business transactions is recognized as the 
commercial title to the merchandise covered 
thereby, always reveals a party who is either 
the exporter or hisagent. These facts clearly 
indicate the confusion which would result 
froma legal requirement that the govern- 
ment should ia allowing drawback deal di- 
rectly with the exporter only, and as clearly 
indicate that the government may safely, and 
should, deal with the exporter, either directly 
or through bis agent. 

Some opponents claim that the present 
drawback system gives an opportunity to use 
domestic material in the manufacture of an 
article to be exported, and gives an opportu- 
nity to swear that such article was made from 
imported material, thus laying the founda- 
tionfora claim for drawback by means of 
which the government would be defrauded. 
A manufacturer of tin cans might start the 
manufacture of tin plates in this country, 
and at acost considerably above that of im- 
ported plates procure plates from which to 
manufacture cans forexport. A manufactu- 
rer of bags made from burlaps or bagging, 
might, by paying a little more than the im- 
ported article would cost, procure a like article 
of domestic manufactureand from that mate- 
rial make bags to be exported, using alike 
quantity and kind of imported material to 
make bags for domestic use. What has been 
said of the manufacturers named may be said 
of all manufacturers excepting such as are 
made from material the like of which is not 
produced inthis country. The opportunity 
for perjury and fraud on the part of the man- 
ufacturer and exporter is, in all the cases 
noted, clearly manifest. To get the measure 
of the danger to which the revenue is exposed 
because of these opportunities, it is only 
necessary to ascertain the strength of the 
motive or impulse to which manufacturers 
and exporters are subject. Thorough search 
discovers no reason why a refiner of sugar 
should set apart for export the product of 
raw sugars grown in the United States or the 
Sandwich Islands, and put on the home mar- 
ket the product of raw sugers on which im- 
port duty has been paid. Absolutely nothing 
could be gained by perjury and frand in the 
case considered. In case of tin cans,considere 
ably less than nothing could be gained by 
the use of like means. Perjury and fraud 
on the part of manufacturers of bags would, 
in the present condition of the market, result 
in a gain for the criminals of a trifle less than 
nothing. In no case could the use for export 
of domestic material in place of like import- 
ed material benefit either manufacturer or 
exporter, because the present system wou!d 
necesssitate the setting apart for domestio 
consumption of alike quantity of imported 
material, so, unless it be assumed that manu- 
facturers and exporters will commit perjury 
just for the fun of the thing, and defraud the 
government at considerable expense to them- 
selves, the fears expressed relative to danger 
of the revenue from frauds of the kind con- 
sidered are groundless, and it seems worse 
than absurb to propose to cripple the export 
trade by laws to prevent motiveless crime and 
profitiess fraud. 

Free traders claim that duties on raw ma- 
terial prevent the expertation of articles 
made from such material. Thedrawback sys- 
tem gives al] the advantages which free trade 
can offer to manufacturers and exporters by 
practically making material for exports free

The President said that he felt sure that he 
voiced the sentiments of the club,in saying 
that the resignation was accepted with re- 
gret. Nothing, he felt sure, had induced Mr. 
Wadsworth to withdraw from the Board of 
Directors but inability to meet with the other 
members owing to his necessary absence frum 
the city, 

On motion of Mr. Rosenthal, Mr. W. H. An- 
drews, of Wadsworth, Howland & Co., was 
unanimously chosen director in Mr. Wads- 
worth’s stead, 

A speech from Mr. Andrews was called for, 
but that gentleman pleaded lack of prepara- 
tion and promised to deliver an inaugural at 
the next meeting. 

The President announced the order of busi- 
ness to be unfinished business remaining over 
frum the last meeting, which was, he said. the 
discussion of the questions to be brought up 
at Detroit, the object being to decide upon 
the instructions to be given to delegates from 
thisclub. Some of the points outlined had 
been considered, others remained to be taken 
up. He called up the Secretary to read the 
subjects not yet discussed by the club. 


The Secretary complied with the request, 


Mr. Rosenthal said that he supposed these 
topics were to be taken up inorder. The first 
one on the list related to freight classification. 
In this connection he desired to refer to the 
action of the National Wholesale Druygists’ 
Association at its Jast meeting. That body 
had taken steps looking toward the establish- 
ment of a bureau, whose object should be, and 
whose efforts should be directed toward, the

remedying of the defects incident to the pres- 
entsystem. In his judgment, the paint asso- 
ciations could do nothing better than to join 
forces with the druggists. The two branches 
of trade are in many respects closely assimi- 
lated, and together they could effect far more 
than either could hope to dosingly, He did 
not favor giving peremptory instructions to 
delegates, but thought that they should be 
requested to endeavor to obtain, if possible, 
concert of action in this direction. It was not 
his idea that the paint trade should contribute 
to the support of a distinctively druggists’ 
bureau, but that the proposed organization 
should include both trades, and that each 
should contribute proportionally toward its 
support. He thought that so far as cost was 
concerned, such an arrangement would reduce 
the expense per capita. 

Mr. Person approved of Mr. Rosenthal’s sug- 
gestion, and thought that this club might 
render material assistance in the direction in- 
dicated. He was of opinion, however, that 
the club should place itself on record, and 
that a communication should be sent to F. W, 
Schulte, of Kansas City. The Secretary should 
be instructed to ask him whether a proposi- 
tiou from the club looking to affiliation would 
be entertained. 

A member asked what the money was to be 
spent for? 

The Secretary said, for salaries and such 
other expenses as might be warranted. 

Mr. Rosenthal thought that the amount of 
expense per capita susrgested by the N.W. D. A. 
was not excessive; neither was $5,000 too large 
asalary fora competent man. New railroads 
were likely to be projected and Operated in 
the near future, The wholesale druggists had 
been wise to commence now, and the paint 
trade would be wise to jointhem now. More 
could be accomplished, and at less cost, if ac- 
tion were taken promptly. This was his (the 
speaker’s) opinion, but if the Detroit Conter- 
ence thought differently, of course he had 
nothing more to say. 

The Secretary called attention to the fact 
that the National Paint, Oiland Varnish Asso- 
ciation had acommittee on freight classifica- 
tion, of which Mr. C. F. Gates, of the Chicago 
White Lead and Oil Company, was chairman, 
Mr. Gates, he knew, had labored and was still 
laboring, faithfully and earnestly in the 
cause, and he thought that he should be heard 
from. 

The President said that Mr. Gates was not 
present. For himself, he favored Mr. Rosen- 
thal’ssuggestion, but thought it advisable to 
wait until the Detroit meeting before taking 
detinite action. He invited further sugges- 
tions.

Mr. Andrews moved that the question be 
left to the delegates. 

Mr. Rosenthal thought that the club should 
express itself on the question of incurripg ex- 
pense. 

Mr. Pettit suggested that the delegates vote 
to act in concert with the N. W. D. A., and 
this sugg¢stion was, on motion, adopted. 

The President said that the next subject. for 
discussion was the interchange of confidential 
lists between bureaus. 

Mr. Andrews asked to hear from Mr. Pettit. 

Mr. Pettit said that the resolution presup- 
posed that the bureaus were the creatures of 
the club. So far as the Chicago bureau was 
concerned, such was not the case. The ques- 
tion presented itself, how far would such a 
resolution be binding on the bureau? No doubt 
the bureau would be glad to reetive and act 
upon suggestions, but its action could not be 
controlled in this way. 

Mr. Roserthal thought that although the 
bureau might be independent, still it was 
somewhat inactive. He thought the plan of 
its organization somewhat cumbersome. It 
had been copied from that of St. Louis. Prob- 
ably what might work we 1 there might notdo 
here, owing to the difference in the volume of 
trade, [|Laughter.] But joking apart, the 
speaker said, the plan was not a good one, We 
might learn something, even from New York. 
Let us look around. A feasible plan might be 
secured and the bureau made a success, 

Mr. Pettit said that some Chicago dealers 
had said to him that they would be unwilling 
to be bound by such a system as the New York 
plan, in cases where they knew all the circum- 
stances of the partics. 

Mr. Andrews asked if Mr. Pettit had ex- 
amined into the practical workings of the New 
York plan? 

Mr. Rosenthal explained the system. 

Mr. Pettit thought that the whole discussion 
out of order, inasmuch as the Chicago Paint 
Club and the [Chicago Bureau were separate 
and distinct entities, and the workings of the 
latter were not under control of the former. 

The Secretary moved to lay the matter upon 
the table. 

Mr. Coffin thought that as a matter of cour- 
tesy, the delegates should be able to say how 
this club feels upon the question. 

The President explained that the question 
was not presented by the National Associa- 
tion. 

The motion to lay on the table was carried. 

The Secretary explained the object of the 
resolution. 

Mr. Pettit reiterated his conviction that no 
action taken at Detriot could be binding on 
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The Manual of Lubrication, 
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independent corporations, over which it n®@ 


no jurisdiction. 

The President thought that the delegates 
fully understood the situation, and that it 
would be entirely safe to leave the matter to 
their discretion. 

Mr. Cox moved that the delegates to Detroit 
be instructed to advocate some plan by which 
the price of mixed paints might be advanced 
to correspond with the increase in the cost of 
raw material. 

Mr. Coffin thought Mr. Cox’s suggestion a 
good one in the abstract. Prices for mixed 
paints were unquestionably too low. Yet 
while they ought to be higher. he thought it 
inexpedient to take such action at the present 
time. The National Association is not yet 
strong enough to take such a step, and for the 
present manufacturers should act independ- 
ently. They had not yet arrived at astand- 
ard. Asone of the delegates to Detroit, he 
wanted a full explanation before voting for 
such a measure in the convention. 

Mr. Pettit thought that it might be as we)[ 
for the club to take some action itself before 
instructing its delegates to enter into a wider 
field. 

The President said that he supposed it was 
hardly proper for him to enter into the discus- 
sion while occupying the chair; yet as a man- 
ufacturer of mixed paints he touk much in- 
terest in the question. He favored Mr. Cox's 
motion, not so{much for its immediate prac- 
tical results as for its moral influences. A 
foundation should be laid for uniform prices 
op mixed paints as well as on all colors, and a 
beginning should be made at Detroit. He 
thought tnat the Chicago delegates might dis- 
tinguish themselves by taking the initiative 
step. Much agitation would be necessary. 
The full result aimed at could not be accom- 
plished this year, nor probably next, but if 
proper committees are appointed to agitate 
the matter much good might be effected. The 
entire trade knows prices are too low. Detroit 
is the place to begin, and next week the time. 


Mr. Hall thought that more agitation would 
strengthen the paint manufacturers all along 
the line. It certainly couldn’t do barm, 

Mr. Cox thought the time was never more 
propitious than now. The high prices of white 
lead and oil furnished an argument to manu- 
factufacturers now, and he saw no use in 
throwing away an entire year. 

Mr. Hall asked to correct the last speaker in 
so far as he called linseed oi] unusually high. 
It was higher a yearago than now. If mat- 
ters were as they used to bein days gone by, 
when seed was a dollar a bushel, oil a dollar a 
gallon and cake about $60 per ton, there might 
be some ground for saying that crushers were

ever, that in time the honest manufacturers 
would secure the profit, and the best goods 
would yield the largest ultimate returns. 
Analysis is cheap. Many manufacturers have 
achemical analysis of all the paints on the 
market. These analyses were easily shown to 
customers by salesmen, and in the end the 
manufacturers of poor paints would “come 
out at the little end of the horn.” 


Mr. Andrews did not attach much import- 
ance to thissuggestion. If a country dealer 
could satisfy his customers with a paint which 
he could buy for 80 cents, he was not going to 
pay 90 cents for another brand because its 
analysis showed a higher standard of merit. 
We have had an illustration of this. An ex- 
posure was made, but it soon blew over. 

A member asked if it was not possible to 
agree on a standard. 

The president thought that it might be in 
time, but not now. 

Mr. Cox said that nu concern would change 
its formula if its customers were satisfied. 
He agreed with Mr. Vrooman. 

Mr. Cox’s motion was then put to vote and

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The market for pig lead has developed no 
new features, and prices have varied but little 
since the date of our last report. Thedemand 
has been light and the few sales that have 
been effected were at 3 85@3 %c,and at the 
close 3 85c is the best price obtainable. Messrs. 
Everett & Post writes us from Chicago on the 
18th inst. as follows: “This market once more 
comes to the front and transactions are re- 
ported; under a fair demand first prices were 
very firm, but latterly, owing to weakness 
elsewhere, are somewhat easier, Sales during 
the week foot up ever 1,300 tons at3 70@3 67}¢c. 
Market closes quiet at 3 674c, At St. Louis 
the entire absence of consumptive demand 
quickly had its effect on values, and prices de- 
clined to 3 60c asked, which is also the closing 
figure, but little business having been done 
during the week.” 

White lead has been rather quiet, notwith- 
standing the continued favorable weather 
conditions warranting the expectation of 
liberal consumption. Neither large buyers 
nor jobbers have bought freely, and alto- 
gether the week has proved disappointing. 
There are no new features to nute. We 
quote 744c per pound for lead in oil, 
in lots of 500 pounds and over, & 
days, or 24% per cent. for cash in 15 
days from date of invoice but* not otherwise, 
Corroders will prepay, or allow the actua- 
freight on all shipments of K0 pounds and 
over to all railway stations and steamboat 
landings during open navigation. Lead 
in transit from factory to destina- 
tion, and lead sold but not delivered, 
will be protected against a decline. On June 
30 and December 31 the corroders will pay the 
following rebates, if the quantities specified 
have been taken by those dates, and provided 
that the buyer has maintained their prices in 
making sales, viz.: To buyers of 3 tons and 
less than 10 tons 4%, 10 tons and less than 25 
tons 6%, 25 tons and less than 50 tons 8%, 50 tons 
and upward 10%. To make up the required 
quantity, all purchases of regular corroders’ 
brands of strictly pure white lead, red lead and 
litharge may be counted. Dealers may allow 
out of their own rebate the rebates offered 
above, but only to actual buyers of the quan- 
tities, and payable at the times specified here- 
in, Corroders reserve the right to discontinue 
these rebates should they find it expedient to 
do so, but in such event the rebate will be paid 
on all lead delivered and entitied to the same, 
Dry white lead is quoted at 634c in casks and 
wi4c in kegs, subject tothe same discount, 
terms, and rebates as lead in oil. 

French Zincs—In our price current will be 
found the new pricesfor dry zincs which go 
into effect tomorrow (Wednesday). Trading 
has been very fair. American oxide of zinc 
is unchanged and stocks have been in very

The Scottish Mineral Oil Companies 
in 1889. 


A few years ago Scottish paraffin oil fetched 
no less than 3s 6d per gallon to the makers,but 
at that time production (now improved toa 
marvel of cheapness) was very costly, and the 
big price was needed. Paraffinescale is large- 
ly imported by the American refiners of petro- 
leum. and under the strained conditions of 
home and foreign competition prices had gone 
too low. In 18:8, however, the Scottish and 
American producers drew together and agreed 
upon values below which, and also rates of 
production above which, it was not permissi- 
ble to go. This understanding has been main- 
tained, the lowest price for the harder grade 
of scale now standing at 2 1-16d per pound and 
for the softer sorts 2d. Semi-refined wax un- 
der the same agreement ranked at 2 11-16d per 
pound. Asarule, makers have got these val 
ues, but nothing over; the middlemen have 
occasionally got a fraction higher when stocks 
were low. In November fears were enter- 
tained forthe stability of the scale and wax 
agreement, the Americans demanding per 
mission to increase considerably the quanti- 
ties imported by them; but the danger is re- 
garded as over, and during January, 1890, an 
American petroleum delegate is expected 
across empowered to renewthe working 
agreement, with this difference, that very like- 
ly the price of scaie, by general consent will 
be raised a fraction. One new company has 
been formed to work an old Lamarkshire shale 
field, and one of the old companies (till now 
confined to the distilling of crude oil only) 1s 
going into refining and the other finished 
branches of the paraffin manufacture. These 
will be in the market with their goods early in 
1890, and the general position will be addition- 
ally tightened to thatextent; but the new 
makers Will also be inthe common compact, 
under common prices, and with their rates of 
production regulated pro rata. In May the 
Scottish mineral oil companies begin to an- 
nounce financial results, and this year the 
shareholding interest was very sharpset, 1588 
having been a dismal blank. The Oakbank 
Company led the way with 8 per cent., fol- 
lowed by the Broxburn with 15, Clippin 5, 
Pumphersten 10, Young’s 734, and Holmes 4, 
This made a good show as compared with 1888 
when only two of the companies managed to 
pay anything, and thata mere trifle; but still 
thére remained four on the list who had noth- 
ing to divide. The latter, however, are still 
likely to do better. Twoof the companies, 
confined to the production of crude oil only, 
pay well—as, indeed, these purely crude oil 
concerns always have done—in this instance 
thé one 20 per cent. (declared so recently as 
December 19) andthe other 173g per cent. 
Speculators on the Stock Exchanges at Glas- 
gow and Edinburgh have a sharp eye to fluct- 
uations in these mineral oil shares, and the 
market is sometimes a very active one. Dur- 
ing 1889 oil investments have been rising, asa 
rule, till late in the year, when reaction set in, 
due to previous over initation of prices. These 
exchange tables show September as the top- 
most month, in which Broaburns,which began 
thé year at £16 5s, touched £21: Pumpherston 
£12 5a, from a start of £5 15s, and Young’s par- 
affine light 70s, froma start of 55s. Since 
September quotations have declined consider- 
ably,and they close decidedly flat as compared 
with the former buoyanc .—OU Trade Review

#ood; and thete is every indication that hold- 
8fa will dontihue to be favored, 


Linseed oil is certainly in a good position, 
from sellers’ standpoint, and buyers ate real- 
izing that fact, as is evidenced by their desire 
to anticipate wants, but which is not encour- 
aged by crushers. City brands continue to be 
quoted at the firm range of 60@62c for do- 
méstid and Caicutta seed oil, and as buy- 
ers have to depend upon this sotirte for sup- 
plies, owing to the unusual scarcity of out of 
town brands, city crushers are reaping the 
benefit. At the same time, no advantage is 
taken of the situation by elevating prices, 
and it is safe to say that present quotations 
will prevail for some weeks at least. The 
movement is gradually improving. 

The cotton oil market has not furnished any 
additional surprises since last writing, as there 
has been no occasion for a change either way. 
A firmer undertone is noticeable, and the be- 
lief is growing that better prices will be re- 
nli#ed, independent of lard and other greases. 
This Has a tendency to harden values, but 
notwithstanding the bullisli talk from all di- 
rections, the market has not advanced a peg 
during the week. It seems to be a settled 
fact, however, that lower figures will not ba 
quoted this season for eit er crude or refined. 
There is an apparent desire to encourage con- 
sumption by holding out inducemens 
to buyers, and as the lard refiners are 
not finding it profitable to use much 
cotton oil, owing to the low values 
for their product, it is necessary to 
cause a movement of oil in other channels 
to prevent the accumulating surplus from be- 
coming important. 
and refined continues good, and holders ap- 
pear satisfied with the size of the outlet. It 
Has been difficult to supply some wants for 
8)ot oil, and considerable figuring bas even to 
be done by purchasers for stock afloat or to 
be shipped, owing to the indifference of 
s0me sellers. The uniform price for 
prime crude oil is 28c, which is readily 
paid but not so readily accepted. ‘The 
general quotation for prime summer yellow 
is 34c., while some holders continue to ask 35c. 
More business is reported, the total sales of all 
grades aggregating 10,000 bbls. for immediate 
and forward delivery. Very little interest is 
manifested in future months, outside of in- 
quiries to satisfy curiosity. A better feeling 
is reported from New Orleans to-night, with 
crude held atan advance to 254@2éc., and re- 
fined nominal at 32c. Seed is coming forward 
slowly and held at the former price of $12.00, 
ex-leyee. From Memphis we learn by wire 
that crude oil is quoted at 26@27c.; refined at 
29@30c., and all grades have a fair demand 
from different sections.

A Story of Early Patroleum Days. 


Quincy Robinson related an incident of the 
early history of the oil regions recently, which 
way give the children of the present genera- 
tion a vague idea of the magnitude of the 
transactions which took place when oil was $8 
and $9 a barrel, and poor people gained a com- 
petency by scooping it off the surface of 
creeks, or gathered it from pools around the 
tanks which had overtlowed. The story as 
told by Mr. Robinson was as follows: “within 
a@ month after Col. Drake had struck the 
first petroleum ever brought to the sur- 
face in America by means of drilling, my 
father and the father of my relatives here 
bought a tract of land comprising 1,280 acres 
adjoining the farm on which the Drake well 
was located, for $350,000. Not long afterwards 
I was sitting in their office one day—I remem- 
ber it as distinctly as though it happened only 
yesterday—when an agent for an eastern syn- 
dicate walked in and offered $500,000 for the 
1,280 acres. The owners looked at him rather 
incredulously for a moment, but before they 
could speak he had counted out on the table 
$500,000 in cash and drafts which he offered for 
a deed of the tract. I was appalled by the 
sight of the pile, but my father and tha father 
of these gentlemen retired for consultation, 
and decided that if the property was worth 
$500,000 it was worth $1,000,000, and the offer 
was refused, Their heirs still own the land 
and now it is valued at about $20,000. Where 
they could have got dollars we could scarcely 
get nickels. Thus you can see what seemingly 
fairy stories could be told of those days. They 
are almost incomprehensible to the present 
generation, but they were red-hot facts," 
and a sigh of regret that the offer had not been 
accepted went round the circle.—Pittsburg

Linseed Oil in the English Markets. 


In their annual market report just to hand, 
Messrs. Rose, Wilson & Rose of London, have 
the following to say about linseed and the 
product: ; 

Linseed.—A very appreciable improvement 
in trade and a material advance in the value 
of most articlesin which we are interested 
were marked features of the year just closed. 
In the case of the product under review, sales 
were more readily effected than for some time 
past, and the demand being fully equal to a 
fairly good supply, prices with few excep- 
tions, gradually improved as the year ad- 
vanced, though checked in some degree by 
the seriously disorganized state of business 
and consequent loss of trade resulting from 
the labor strikes during August and Septem- 
ber. The totalimport from all countries to 
the U. K. was 2,270,C00 qrs., against 2,542,027 
grs., in 1888, 2,341,175 in 1887, 2,081,283 qrs. in 
1886, and 2,056,263 qrs in 1885. The Indian crop 
was reported to be a small one, bnt the ship- 
ments up to the present, probably on account 
of the high rupee price ruling there lately 
bringing out all available supplies, are in ex- 
cess of -previous years, a largely increased 
quantity having gone to America, though 
this country has received rather less than in 

.1888. From Russia, through official and pri- 
‘vate sources, reports were spread early in the 
year of a disastrous failure of the crops,which 
reports turned out to be totally unfounded, 
as the supply from that country was unusual- 
ly large; values, however, did not give way 
here onthis fact becoming apparent. The 
crop from the River Plate district was a poor 
one and the quality inferior, owing to adverse 
weather at time of harvesting. Many cargoes 
were shipped in very bad condition and ar- 
rived heated and damaged to such an extent 
as to be quite unfit for manufacturing pur- 
poses, and giving great dissatisfaction to all 
concerned. America helped to supply her 
increasing wants by buying largely of Indian 
seed in our markets, over 100,000 qrs. having 
been transhipped from London, about 21,000 
qrs. from Hull, and about 11,000 qrs, from 
Liverpool. 

We start the year with fairsupplies on hand, 
but there is very little on passage, and ship- 
ments from Indix for the next three months 
are likely to be exceptionally small. Some 
parcels of Calcutta arriving lately unsold on 
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importer’s account have been housed in the 
confidence of a marked improvement in rates 
before the arrival of the new seed. Satisfac- 
tory rains having fallen in India, prospects of 
the new crop (sales of which up to the present 
have been very unimportant) are, as far as 
can be judged now, considered favorable. 
From the River Plate come good reports of 
the crop, both as regards quantity and quali- 
ty. The market opens steady with prices rul- 
ing as follows:—Spot Calcutta 41s 6d ex ship; 
December-January steamer 42s 3d; January- 
February 428 3d@42s 6d; March 4% 6s@40s 9d; 
April-June 39s 64@40s. Bombay 43s spot or 
arrival.

Linseed Oil.—The total production in the 
United Kingdom shows a large falling off com- 
pared with the previous two years, and, as far 
as can be estimated, was as much as some 23,000 
tons short of 1888. We commenced the year 
with a stock of about 7,000 tons in London, 
thatin Hull and most of the principal mar- 
kets on the Continent being also exceptionally 
heavy, and these rather increased than other- 
wise during the early months, but by the au- 
tum they were all entirely disposed of. The 
article met with considerable activity at 
times, and values on the whole showed a 
market improvement upon 1888. During the 
early months, the low paices, both on the spot 
and forward, and rumored shortness of the 
Indian seed crop, created a good speculative 
business, which, with the decided improvement 
in trade generally, continued to the end of 
the year. Hull oil in this market is not dealt 
in to any large extent; the exports show an 
increase of 1,500 tons upon that of 1888.

Oil Cakes.—Values of London-made Linseed 
ruled higher than in 1888 and, except at the 
close of the year, generally met with a fair 
sale at current rates. January saw the high- 
est figure of the year, up to £9 being paid for 
best qualities, In June £7 58@7 10s was ac- 
cepted, the market improving later to £8@8 5s 
present value. 

As a comparison to the foregoing report, we 
present the following remarks from the annu- 
al circular of Game, Bowers & Co., of London: 

Linseed.—The imports from India have again 
been very considerable, and a large quantity 
of North Russian seed was imported into Hull 
during the summer and autumn. Prices of 
India seed have ruled for the most part inseli- 
ers’ favor, regular supplies having been taken 
from this market to supply the American de- 
mand. Although in the early spring large sales 
of forward shipment Calcutta were made as 
low as 48s, the value steadily advanced until in 
the autumn 44s@44s 6d was reached for seed in 
all positions. Owing to heavy arrivals at the 
end of the year, and small demand, the price of 
spot seed has fallen to 41s 6d, at which several 
parcels have changed hands. To-day the mar- 
ket closes firmer,with buyers at 42s. January- 
February shipment is quoted 42s 6d,and spring 
shipments 41s@39s 6d according to position. 
The business in Bombay to the United King- 
dom has been smaller than usual, this class of 
seed having been mostly sold to the Continent 
direct. We quote December-January ship- 
ment 44s. Black Sea is 41s for parcels afloat 
to Hull. Petersburg 95 per cent. is 40s for 
shipment, 39s is asked for La Plata cargoes. 

Tne export from Calcutta to the United 
Kingdom for the second half of December is 
telegraphed as 2,400 tons against 7,100 tons in 
1888. The total import into London during 
1889 has been 871,788 qrs. against 954,093 qrs.

The Naval Stores Market in England. 


The naval stores market in London is re- 
viewed as follows for the calendar year 1889, 
by Messrs. Rose, Wilson & Rose: 


American Spirits of Turpentine.—At the 
commencement of the year the visible supply 
was considered insufficient for our require- 
ments, which inspite of the high prices de- 
manded by holders were then in excess of the 
preceding year, and had it not been for the 
importation of about 1,400 bbls. French and 
some American from near ports and direct 
by steamers, our stocks would have been ex- 
‘hausted before the arrival of the new crop 
As it was, our stock was reduced to 834 bbls. 
American and 318 bbls. French in the begin- 
ning of July when the (first ‘sailing cargo ar- 
rived. Values then forashort time receded 
with the increased supplies and a larger Am- 
erican crop for the coming season being an- 
ticipated, sellers found it difficult to make 
forward contracts even at the low figure of 
28s. for September-December delivery. The 
crop turned out to be ten or twelve per cent. 
larger than in 1888, but America refused to 
offer us any at the current rate as their home 
and export demand was good, and when it 
was seen that the increased supply would 
probably be no more than could be absorbed 
by the world’s requirements, especially bear- 
ingin mind that the stocks almost every- 
where were considerably reduced, buyera be- 
came eager, and very large trade and specu- 
lative purchases were made. This caused 
prices to rise with unusual steadiness, which 
was further enhanced by the covering of sev- 
eral “bear” accounts which were known to be 
open, coupled with the loss of the “Freia” 
with 3,200 bbls to London, and at length 36s. 
6d. was reached in October. The reports of 
increasing receipts then influenced the mar- 
ket, and prices were not maintained, having 
declined to 33s. 6d. on the spot and 33s, 9d for 
January-April deliveries, which are to-day'’s 
values. The fluctuations in spot values are 
shown below. On December Ist the stock at 
shipping ports in America were 25,645 bbls., 
against 28,660 bbis. in 1888. The receipts since 
April 1st—287,999 bbis., against 257,646 bbis.: 
the exports 145,602 bbls.. against 124,312 bbis.; 
and their home deliveries 120,399 bbis., against 
110,046 bbls.

The stock in pub- 
lic wharves in London has been reduced from 
17,000 bbls. to about 5,00) bbis., and stock in 
private wharves is believed to be much lower 
than usual. Opening at 4s. 6d., the highest 
price reached in 1888, the market remained 
steady at slightly decreasing rates: owing to 
rather cheaper freights, until 3s. i0}¢d. was 
accepted in May. This price ruled for com- 
mon strained (and also for E. Fand G grades 
which commanded no premium) until August, 
when some “bear” sales had to be 
covered in, and the market quickly 
rose to 4s. 3d. to 4s, 6d.; and later, 
owing to continued decrease in stocks, 
4s. 94. to 5s. was paid for strained. Medium 
grades were scarce and the limited supply 
was quickly absorbed at good values. Fine 
rosins have been in fair request, spring ship- 
ments of water white were done at prices 
varying from 8s. to 68. 9d. c. i. f. The spot 
value declined from 10s. in January to 7s.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 21, 1590. 

The week under review has devcloped few 
features of speeial interest, the most import- 
ant has been the advance, which began early 
yesterday, and which is regarded as the legiti- 
mate result of the statistical conditions. The 
response of the market to the showing made 
by the December pipe line statements was re- 
garded as singularly inadequate, but it was in 
a line with the course of the market for 
months, and the later advance is therefore 
merely a tardy result of the changed condi- 
tions. Two-thirds of the present month has 
now passed, and a fair estimate may be made 
of the probable reduction in the surplus which 
January will show. Therunsas reported daily 
show aconsiderable decrease from the Decem- 
ber average,and the deliveries are also smaller, 
but the difference between the twois as great 
and indicates a decrease in stocks for the 
month of about 700,000 bbis, which is above 
the average monthly decrease of last year. 
Should the reduction in the amount of out- 
stunding certificates be at the same rate the 
report for January may be expected to have 
amore potent influence on the market than 
did the last report. Indeed, the statistics 
have reached an importance where the most 
persistent bear cannot longer afford to disre- 
gard the “statistical situation,"’ which, until 
quite recently, he has affected to view with 
entire indifference. The official statement of 
the exports for the past year has been issued 
and appears on another page, and is also con- 
sidered editorially. The progress made in the 
producing fields has been slow, owing to the 
bad condition of the roads, but, nevertheless, 
several fair wells have been brought in, 
and these have somewhat increased the 
daily production, but as these may be ex- 
pected to decrease at a rapid rate, they 
are not regarded of sufficient importance 
to have any influence on the market. 
The transactions during the past week show a 
decrease from those of the previous week 
the sales footing up 1,621,000 bbls against 
1,763,000 bbls for the preceding week. The 
clearances of the local exchange amounted 
to 3,620,000 bbls, against 4,812,000 bbls during 
the preceding week. The total clearances 
reported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 6,714,000 bbls against 5,580,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached on to-day, 
when 107%c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 104}¢c, and was touched on 
Wednesday. The opening price last Wednesday 
was 104}¢c and the close this evening was at 
1073¢c, showing @ gain 2%c as the result of 
the week’s trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 33c. 

Wednesday, Jan. 15. 

The market opened dull at 104¢c, but even 
at this figure there were not many buyers, 
while few cared to entertain any bid under 
105c. It was over an hour, however, before 
the price was brought up to that figure. 
There was a disposition on the part of the 
operators to take advantage of the frequent 
changes, and considerable scalping was the 
result. The highest point reached was 1U5l¢c, 
but with every turn upward there was en- 
countered a selling movement showing that 
the operators were taking small profits. 
There were no important features and the 
close developed nothing in the way of indica- 
tion for the morrow. The final price was 105c, 
showing a gain for the day of }¢c, while the 
extreme range to quotations was only 5c. 
The sales amounted to 110,000 bbis, in 
which is included 3,000 bbls to-morrow 
at 104%@l(4K%c. In the Butler field the 
Cable well has declined to 80 bbls. per day, 
Jos. Hartmen on the Samuel Staples farm, 
Callery Junction, was drilled without any per- 
ceptible improvement. It is put down fora 
6&0 barireler when completed. The streak is 
pretty well defined at Myoma now, and with 
roads in passable condition many new 
rigs would be started. Phillips No. 3, 
on the Wm. Douthett, at Glade, is off to 
12 bbis. per day. At Gringo, Finegan, 
Downing & Co., No. 2 Ferguson, is very 
near the sand. Their No.5,same farm, will 
also strike the sand soon. Kechlin & Co., 
No. 2, forty acre, is due to strike sand. This 
is one location from their “Grandmother” 
well, which is still doing 275 per day. McCal- 
mont Oil Company No. 1, Ferguson, is 
through the sand and standing full of oil. It 
will make an average well. Mecblin, Drake & 
Co. No. 1, twenty-five acre, will get sand this 
week, Their No. 2 is down about 1,000 feet.

started upward, leaving the opening tne low- 
est price of theday. The advance was checked 
at 106c, beyond which buyers’ refused 
to go, and then, as trading  be- 
came very dul!, the market weak- 
ened. Late inthe day there was a disposition 
to sell, uader which the price receded to 105}4c, 
which was the closing figure, making a gain 
for the day of 3gc while the range to quota- 
tions was lc. The trading was principally of 
the scalping order, though the advance early 
in the day, and during which the most busi- 
ness was accomplished, was brought about by 
trading on orders. The sales amounted to 
285,000 bbis., including 5,000 bbis. January at 
10514c and 1,000 bbls. cash at 1055¢c. In the Butler 
field the Grazier & Co.,on the John Martin 
farm, nearly a mile northeast of Callery Junc- 
tion, is 40 feet in the 100-foot and showing for 
a50 bbl well.

There was, however, 
a lack of buying support, and some timid ones 
let their holdiugs go, allowing the price to 
drop to 105c. There was an immediate rally, 
however, and then the advance continued un- 
broken to 10534c. As this brought out sellers, 
the markct again eased off, and following the 
ordinary fluctuations of a scalping business, 
closed rather weak at the opening figure, the 
range of variations having been 34c. There 
were no new features, and nothing to indicate 
a change. The sales amounted to 109,000 
bbls, which included 4,000 bbis January 
at 1063¢:.

The Petroleum Stores of London. 


The Sunday Times has been dealing with the 
petroleum storage question, and we reprint 
the following from a recent article in that 
journal: 

Along the river side and the various locali- 
ties accessible therefrom by water, there are 
numerous special wharves, generally known 
#8 petroleum wharves, which are intended for 
the reception of the oil,and here very large 
quantities are stored. Accordiag to the latest 
returns obtainable, there are now about 195,- 
000 barrels of oil at all the wharves, and over 
this vast quantity of dangerously inflamma- 
ble liquid absolutely no legal supervision is 
exercised. These articles, however, are not 
written with the object of creating any need- 
less alarm, and it may be at once stated that 
at the present time, owing to the good sense 
of those perscns having control of the 
wharves, the system of storage is such that 
the possibility of the occurrence of any de- 
vastating and unconfined fire is prevented. 
Thus, in the case of one well-known wharf, 
the storage area is completely surrounded by 
a concrete wall, which, it is believed by ex- 
perts, would effectually prevent the outtlow 
of the oil in case of fire. At another wharf a 
brick wall has been erected with the same ob- 
ject in view, and we are informed that at all 
the other wharves precautions of a similar 
nature have been taken. While this state of 
things must be acknowledged to be eminently 
satisfactory, it must be borne in mind that 
these measures for the public safety depend 
entirely upon the common-sense of a few pri- 
vate individuals, and find no place in the Act 
which relates to the safe keeping of petrole- 
leum and its products. Some years ago a 
grave and terrible danger existed in the very 
heart of a populous district, and the finger of 
officialism was never pointed atit. At one of 
the wharves then largely used by the trade, 
the storage area was situated upon on eleya- 
tion, and was surrounded by neither wall nor 
other barrier. The quantity of oi! stored 
averaged between sixty and eighty thousand 
barrels. Hada fire occurred at this place, 
what an appalling disaster would have en- 
sued! Had the oil once become ignited, the 
fire would not have yielded to any power 
whilst one drop remained. The possibilities 
of such an occurrence are horrible to contem- 
plate. From thestore, which was raised above 
the prevailing level of the neighborhood, the 
liquid flames would have poured down, wrap- 
ping in their deadly embrace not only houses 
but men, women, and children. All that they 
touched would have been doomed. No bar- 
riers would have checked the spread of the 
blazing oil, which would have pursued its 
course until it found itsown level. The fire 
which it brought with it would have spread 
further and further stil!. The position of the 
people who lived in the vicinity of this wharf 
may be likened to that of those who dwelt at 
the foot of Etna,and yet no warning voice 
was raised to tell them of their danger. Hap- 
Dily, this danger no longer exists, but it must 
be told that its end was due to the failure of 
the proprietors of the wharf, and was not 
brought about by the care or watchfulness of 
the guardians of the public safety, who in- 
deed, were powerless in the matter, owing to 
the defect in the law to which we have called 
attention. Any importer of petroleum is at 
liberty at the present time to construct a 
similar wharf, and to store his oil in the game 
reck!ess manner, 

Leaving the wharves behind, we come to 
the large distributing houses, and here we 
have a less favorable tale totell. While, of 
course, the quantities of oil in store are small 
compared to those which find a place at the 
wharves, yet, so far as we have been able to 
discover, in no single instance has the oil been 
disposed of in such a manner that in case of 
fire its outflow would be checked, Of these 
houses there are a number in London, and 
each of them is situated in the heart of a 
thickly-populated district. The quantity of 
oilstored varies from 200 to 400 or 500 barrels, 
and it is placed upon ordinary wooden floor- 
ing, no provision whatever being made to 
guard against the disaster which would in- 
evitably ensue in the case of fire. It will thus 
be readily seen that a very real and terrible 
danger exists, and that the powers that be 
cannot too urgently be called upon to deal 
with the matter. 

The oil leaves the distributing houses for 
the shops of the retail dealers, who buy it in 
quantities ranging from one barrel to ten. 
Those who can afford it, of course, buy the 
larger number, as it is cheaper todoso. The 
retail dealers are the oil and color merchants 
and the suburban grocers. By them the oil is 
stored as the character of their premises per- 
mits. Sometimes the five or ten barrels are 
stacked under a wooden shed in the back yard 
surrounded by empty packing cases and 
wooden lumber of all descriptions. Some- 

mes they find a place in the cellar, side by

side with other more or less inflammable 
goods. Sometimes they are stored in the 
dealers’ dwelling house, but in no case: are 
they disposed of with any view to preventing 
the outflow of their contents in case of fire. 
Throughout London and the surrounding 
districts there must be many thousand places 
such as these, and so the dangers of petrole- 
um are advanced a step further—a step which 
brings them so far as to threaten every quar- 
ter—almost every street—of the metropolis. 
The consumer of petroleum oil usually gets 
his supply from the regular dealers; but be- 
sides these dealers there are also hawkers who 
buy a barrel at a time and sell the contents 
from door to door. Over these persons, and 
over the oil which they offer for sale, it is 
somewhat difficult to exercise any degree of 
watchfulness, were any such attempted. As 
a matter of fact, none is attempted, nor is 
there any supervision over the retail dealers 
themselves as regards the quantity stored and 
method of storage.

A fair demand is sup- 
plied at the range of $1.85@$1.95. as .to 
quantity and quality. 

Jalap has advanced to 2ic, for whole and 30 
@32c, for powdered, and is offered sparingly, 
the stock being extremely light and closely 
concentrated, 

Senega is very quict, and prices are more or 
less nominal. 

Serpentaria does not sell. There are orders 
in the market at 25c., but dealers here want 
30c.,and out of town holders quote 28c. as 
bottom, 

Shellac. 

The market for shellac remains very firm 
with an upward tendency, but there has been 
no further change since our last. Reports 
from the other side are still of a very strong 
nature, indicating the probability of a further 
rise. London cables to-day report an active 
demand at the public sale at full rates, that 
market closing firm and tending upward. 
Calcutta advises by cable an active demand 
there for high grade orange, and report that 
the S. 8. factory has shut down. On 
the spot here, T N. quality is extremely 
scarce and doubts are expressed that there is 
a sufficient stock to supply trade require- 
ments until fresh arrivals from abroad. Dia- 
mond I is said to be practically out of the 
market and A. C. Garnet is in very small sup- 
ply. There has been an active demand from 
jobbers and consumers during the week re- 
sulting in sales of about 1,2uU cases, including 
4v0 cases Diamond I, 200 cases 8. S. to arrive 
and 100 of the same brand on the spot.

OBITUARY. 
HUGU SCHERING. 


A cablegram was received from Berlin yes- 
terday (Tuesday) at the office of Schering & 
Glatz, on Maiden Lane, announcing the death 


‘on the previous evening of Mr. Hugo Scher- 


ing, senior member of the firm named. The 
sad intelligence was not unexpected, as he had 
been a sufferer for some months and it was 
considered only a question of time when his 
illness would terminate fatally. His physical 
ailment started from a severe cold contracted 
while witnessing the naval parade on the 
occasion of the celebration of the Washington 
centennial in New York. Previous to that 
Mr. Schering had always enjoyed excellent 
health, and was never known to be absent 
from business on account of sickness. He had 
a robust constitution, and presented the ap- 
pearance of a man who would enjoy life for 
many years tocome, When disease took firm 
hold of his system he commenced to fail rap- 
idly, and finding that the different health re- 
sorts in this country did not improve his con- 
dition, he started for Germany last October 
in company with his fumily, consisting 
of a wife and sixteen year old daugh- 
ter. He immediately placed himself under 
the care of eminent physicians in a 
noted hospital at Falkenstein.near Frankfurt, 
for proper treatment, but the kidney and 
bronchial troubles had made such rapid pro- 
gress that all hope of recovery was given up 
shortly after his admittance to the hospital 
where he died as stated, 

The deceased gentleman was born in Berlin 
on Oct. 27, 1810, and made chemistry a practi-

cal study. He received his business education 
in the establ‘shmeut of his uncle Mr. E. Scher- 
ing, the well known manufacturing chemist 
of Berlin, who died only three weeks ago, aged 
66 years. In 1868 the subject of our sketch 
came to New York and formed a partnership 
with Mr. Joseph Glatz for the sale of Schering’s 
chemicals and proprietary articles in the 
United States. The firm met with great success, 
being recognized as one of the most prosper- 
ous in New York,and will be continued as 
usual. Mr. Schering had resided for 12 years 
on Staten Island previous to last October, and 
was partieularly interested in promoting edu- 
cational matters in his neighborhood, For 
some years he had been president of the 
Staten Island Academy, and only resigned the 
position when ill health forced him to go 
abroad. The drug trade held bim in the high- 
est esteem for his integrity and genial quali- 
ties, and it was with great sorrow that the sad 
intelligence was received.j ahs mS 
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ERNST FREDERICK CHRISTIAN SCHER- 
ING. 

Mr. Ernst Schering, the celebrated founder 
of the firm Chemische Fabrik auf Actien 
(vorm. E, Schering), died in Charlottenburg, 
December 27, 1889. He was born at Prenzlau, 
May 31, 1824, After attaining his schoo) edu- 
cation he entered for apprenticeship with 
apothecary Appelins, at Berlin, in 184, 
Though this term was to be for four years, he 
had shown such ambition in the execution of 
practical chemistry that after 18 months he 
‘was consulted in the production of chemicals 
when such were contemplated. They then 
produced mercury preparations, phosphoric 
acid, iodide and bromide salts, caustic, &c. It 
is interesting to note that Mr. Schering already 
as apprentice, had begun with a number of 
the very preparations whereby later on, 
through manufacturing the same ona large 
scale in utmost purity, be succeeded in con- 
quering in course of time the markets of the 
world. After his term of apprenticeship had 
expired he still remained for several years as 
assistant with the Appelins apothecary, and 
taking charge of the management, thereby 
devoted himself still more to the manufactur- 
ing, which he conducted to enormous prcpor- 
tions for that time. In 1850 he graduated as 
Pharmacist, and until establishing his own 
business, held a position as prescription clerk 
at Kellner’s pharmacy in Spandauerstrasse, 
Borlin. Oo July 1, 1851, he purchased tle 
pharmacy of Achmeisser, in Berlin, which he 

christened as “Gruene Apotheke.” 


The art of photography, originating from 
the method of Daguerre for the production 
of light pictures, induced Mr. Schering to de- 
vote his atteution tu the production of the 
chemicals required therefor, such as iodide 
and its salts,silverand gold salts, pyrogallic 
acid, &c. He recognized that the unsatisfac- 
tory results in photogruphic duplication were 
in greater part due to the irregular purity of 
the chemicals used, and consequently devoted 
his energy to the production of the 
purest chemicals for photographic pur- 
poses. in course of time tne number 
of chemicals produced by Schering’s 
factory continually increased. It was, 
howrver, the motto of the owner to keep 
the qualities of his preparations at the 
highest possible standard, and never to have 
them impaired by the manufacture of larger 
quantities. Encouraged by his successes,Scher- 
ing undertook, at the first Paris exhibition, 
in 1855, to show his iodide salts and resublimed 
iodide, as also soiwe few otber preparations, 
in great purity and beautiful crystalization. 
The manufacturer, then practically unknown, 
was honorably rewarded, and from that 
time on his preparations received con- 
siderable attention from all consumers. 
With the extension of business came the 
creating of agencies in the principal com- 
mercial cities of Europe and also America. 
‘The relations with the trade in this country, 
became so important, that Mr. £&chering al- 
ways exercised the greatest care in the pre- 
paration of goods for this market. His rest- 
less and uniuterrupted acuivity at the labor- 
atory for many years, hadits evil effects on 
his pbysical constitution, {and only after the 
most ardent and repeated suzgestiens of his 
physicians could he be induced to seek rest at 
intervals. After visiting Teplitz, to effect a 
cure of his ailments, which, however, failed to 
give the desired results, he concluded to 
form a stock company whereby he could in- 
crease his facilities. This transfer took place 
Octover 31, 1871, when the firm of E. Schering 
was converted into the Chemische Fabrik aut 
Actien, vorm. E. Schering, in which he con- 
sented tu be one of the leading directors, 


The “Green Apothecary” remained the pro- 
perty of E. Schering until 1886, when his eldest 
son became its owner, To the great sorrow 
of all his personal und business friends, of 
whom he had a large number, Mr. E. Schering 
was compelled, owing to increased physica 
ailments, to resign as director in 1882 and en- 
trust this position to a younger person, so that 
the management of the stock company 
at the time rests in the hunds of the two di- 
rectors, J. F. Holtz and H. Fiuz-lberg. 
When resigning as directer he could with 
contentment look upon a creation effect- 
ed unoder many difficult circumstances, 
but for which he earned u wide reputation far 
beyond the limite of his fatherland and Ku. 
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rope, and well founded by his abilities which, 
in course of time, bad been rewarded by the 
great expositions giving fourteen silver and 
gold medals, among which is the Prussian 
great gold State medal. 


Neither one of the two firms, Chem. Fabr. 
auf Actien vorm. E. Schering, or Schering & 
Glatz, is disturbed commercially by the 
death of the two members, as business for the 
present will continue as heretofore. 


BARNARD J. ADLER, 

By many of the old druggists of New York 
Mr. B. J. Adler is well remembered. For the 
past eleven years he had been associated with 
McKesson & Robbins, and no one of their em- 
ployes was held in greater esteem; always 
faithful in the discharge of his duties, quiet 
and cheerful under all circumstances, and 
careful that an angry or hasty word should 
never escaje his lips. Before going with 
McKesson & Robbins, he was receiving clerk 
for James 8. Aspinwall, with whom he re- 
mained until that business was closed out. 
Mr. Adler was, perhaps, one of the best judges 
of crude drugs in the New York market. He 
died of pneumonia, on Monday, aged 51 years, 
and leaves a widow, whom be married only 
two monthsago. The funeral will occur this 
morning, from Grace Church, White Piains. 


CHICAGO LETTER. 


[Special correspondence of the Orn, PAINT 
AND DRvUG REPORTER.) 


CHICAGO, Jan. 18, 1890, 

Nothing of special interest has been devel- 
oped in the lirssed oil market during the 
week. Prices remain unchanged, and the de- 
mand continues excellent. As regards the 
latter—the weather has bad a great deal todo 
with it. Painting has been carried on in the 
open air untilafter Christmas. Nor is the in- 
quiry thus resulting to be set down as antici- 
patory. Much of it has beenin the way of re- 
pairing, undertaken because contracts could 
be made at more favorable terms owing to the 
comparative cheapness of labor during the 
winter months, This may be set down as so 
much gained. To be sure, isolated jobs of this 
kind count for little, but that the aggregate 
resulting consumption of oil is considerable 
is best evidenced by the books of the produ- 


cers. Moreover, the early springing up of an 
inquiry in the paint market has not been with- 
out its influence upon manufacturers, who, 
as a rule, are tolerably well satisfied as to the 
future of the market is concerned. That is to 
say, they generally helieve that higber prices 
are impending, and they are not backward in 
liberally supplying present wants, although 
they do not evince much disposition to carry 
large stocks. They would be perfectly well 
satisfied to make contracts running over the 
next two or three months at the figures ruling 
to-day, but this is precisely what crushers 
won't have. In consequence the trade lies on 
its oars and waits. 

Everything points toward an advance. The 
supply is less than at the same period for sev- 
eral years past; the demand is an inversed 
ratio; seed is firm and cake is weak; diminu- 
tion of competition has centered control at 
once of production and of prices in compara- 
tively few bands; prices are uniform and un- 
precedentedly firm; and the trade has become 
thoroughly accustomed to what at one time 
might have been called the unexpected. If 
there ever was a time when all the conditions 
combined to render an advance probable, this 
would seem to be the time, and it is doubtful 
whether a 6) cent Chicago market in January 
would awaken much surprise justnow. There 
is no question that influences might be brought 
to bear to lower the price of seed, but 
the history cf the past affords no in- 
dication that such a policy would be 
considered wise by those having the power. 
Nor, indeed, does it seem likely that cheaper 
seed would prove of any material benefit to 
wills in the far West, which are presumably 
already supplied with their annual run. 
There is, however, one thing which no Ameri- 
can combination can control, and that is the 
English market for cake. With an open 
European winter, and phenomenally low 
prices ruling all over the world for natural 
feed, it is not easy to see how artificial stock- 
food can be bolstered up into its former proud 
pre-eminence until the frosts of 1891 shall have 
hermetically sealed the fountains whose con- 
stant flow has done so much toward reducing 
it to its present subordinate position. In 
other words, an exceedingly cold period 
abroad from this time forward, by raising the 
price of cake might tend to cheapen oil here; 
but that is not looked for, and as long as 
Western crushers see their by-product de- 
ascending at a dog-trot, just so long are they 
likely to endeavor to recoup the resulting loss 
by advancing the price of oil. 

This week’s cake market has been very 
quiet, and altogether unsatisfactory to sellers. 
The best price obtainable has been $17 net 
here. The’ demand-.has been of the most 
languid sort, and crushers are disposed to re- 
gard each saleas a freshisacrifice. There has 
been no inquiry from domestic buyers, ang 
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Branch House in New York: 
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for reasons already set forth—the demand 
from Engiand has not only been reduced toa 
minimum, but buyers expect to get cake at 
their own figures. The foliowing table shows 
the direct exportations from Chicago during 
the periods therein indicated:

FLAXSEED. 

Another slight falling off on elevator etocks 
was reported at the beginning of the week by 
the inspector, the supply being 399,559 bushels, 
as against 412,574 a week before, a decline of 
18,015 bushels. A year ago stocks were con- 
siderably less, the quantity in sight on Janu- 
ary 12, 1889, having been 291,174 bushels. All 
the seed on each date was of No. 1 quality. 

The week's withdrawals have been liberal, 
exceeding those of last week by 21,235 bushels, 
the respective figures being 55,652 bushels 
during the past six days and 31,447 the week 
preceding. Receipts, also, have been a trifle 
larger than had been expected, footing up 69 
cars, or 3 more than the inspections of last 
week, all of which have been of contract re- 
quirements. A comparison of these figures 

( estimating each car load at 500 bushels) shows 
a depletion of some 20,000 bushels in the quan- 
tity in store since last Monday morning.

Cash flax opened on Monday a trifle higher 
than Saturday's closing figures, and a firm 
feeling prevailed. No.1 sold at $1 34@1 31%, 
and as most of the sales were at the outside 
the market might he called 4c higher. A 
still firmer tone prevailed on Tuesday, No. 1 
appreciating to $1 35, at which figures all the 
day’s sales were effected. On Wednesday, the 
few cars offered met with a ready sale at the 
same price, although there were a few bag 
lots turned over at $134@1 34%. There was 
no business of any consequence possible on 
Thursday, owing to the smallness of the offer- 
ings, though No. 1 remained steady at $1 35, 
Yesterday ana to-day were but a repetition 
of the two days preceding, and the week 
closed with No. 1 firm at $1 35, there being 
more buyers than sellers,aithough the market 
was not overstocked with either. Saleson the 
floor of "Change have been meager and have 
been mainly for shipment, local crushers 
manifesting indifference. 

The speculative market did not sympathize 
at the opening with the firmness of cash seed. 
On Monday, apart from some delivery on Jan- 
uary contracts, the only transactions were in 
May delivery, a small quantity of which sold 
at $1 4014, or 4c below the price bid on Satur- 
day. There wasa better feeling on Tuesday‘ 
May was the only future mentioned, but for 
this there were buyers at $1 41, but as no sell- 
ers appeared willing to accept lees than $1 42 
there were no sales. There was no animation 
perceptible on Wednesday. Bids for May 
ranged from $1 40}44@$1 41, but none was of- 
fered,and other tutures were entirely neg- 
lected. During the remainder of the week 
sellers continued to demand $1 42, and did not 
offer much, even at these figures. Bids, how- 
ever, continued at about $141, although yes- 
terday éc higher was offcred, but asthe quan- 
tity tendered by the seller was too small to 
meet the buyers’ wants, no transaction was 
effected. On the whole, the week has been 
tame and flat, although without showing any 
symptoms of weakness. There has, however, 
been nothing of interest to chronicle. 

OILS. 

Cotton oil remains in about the same pos- 
tionasa week ago. Prices, however, are 
maintained,and buyers have not yet found 
the break for which they have been waiting. 
At the same time, the volume of business is 
restricted within narrow limits, and no large 
sales are reported, although there have been 
deliveries of round lots on contraet. There 
seems to be more inquiry for crude, ard 
strictly prime commands a good price, 2 
cents has been bid fora round lot, but the 
quality required is considered rather hard to 
deliver in the quantity sought at the price 
named. A good quality, however, is said to 
be obtainable at 27c, and inferior grades at 
proportionately lower figures. Summar yel- 
low continues rather slow of sale,in fact there 
are more sellers than buyers. The difference 
in their view, however, keeps them apart, and 
the continued weakness of lard, interfering, 
as it does, with consumption, has the effect of 
rendering purchasers rather indifferent. 

Stocks, however, are only moderate, and 
holders manifest a disposition toward firm- 
ness, which has been rather a surprise in some 
quarters, inasmuch as it is conceded that con- 
sumption has been materially checked by the 
decline of business among the butterine 
makers and the use of lard by a large number 
of consumers who would substitute cntton 
oil were not the former commc dity so cheap. 
There is a moderate inquiry for winter oils

for miners’ use, but even this has been seri- 
ously interfered with by the mild weather. 

Lard oil shows as little animation as it has 
for some weeks past. Prices remain station- 
ary, extra winter pressed commanding 50 
cents, with a good quantity of No.1 pur- 
chasable at 35 cents, and on'y a very moder- 
ate demand for either grade, Buyers are dis- 
posed to regard these prices as quite high 
enough in view of the fact that cash lard has 
ruled during the week at $580@585, and 
closed to-day at $5 8244 witha very dull mar- 
ket. 

The local market in oleo; sympathizing with 
that in butterine is flat. There is an utter 
absence of interesting features at home, nor 
has the foreign market been of a character 
entirely satisfactory to melters. Exportations, 
however, have been fully up to the average, 
and while prices at Rotterdam have not been 
up to the flattering anticipation of a week 
ago, they have not tended to discourage pro- 
duction to say the least. Fancy brands have 
commanded last week’s quotations, while 
lower grades have been comparatively inact- 
ive, and not specially strong. 

PAINTS. 

In the paint market, the week has beena 
fairly satisfactory one. The leading houses 
report a continuation of the excellent aus- 
pices under which the year opened. It may 
be that an infusion of vitality may have re- 
sulted from the ozygination of the atmosphere 
which the cold snap has brought. However 
that may be, the fact remains that the num- 
ber and size of the orders booked during the 
week contrasts favorably with the volume of 
business during the corresponding week of 
last year. The present activity is regarded as 
a harbinger of an early and satisfactory spring 
trade. 

In white lead, corroders report a brisker de- 
mand than they have witnessed for several 
weeks past. The new system of rebates ap- 
pears to have stimulated jobbers to unwonted 
exertion, and distribution seems to be going 
on atarapid rate. No better illustration of 
the favor with which the action of the corro- 
ders has been received throughout the West 
can be given than the action of the Chicago 
Paint Club at its meeting Jast Thursday even- 
ing. With great unaminity, and with the ut- 
most heartiness, the local trade, as there rep- 
resented, voted to maintain the scheduie 
adopted by the association as regards both 
prices and terms. The country consumers, as 
reported by traveling men, are stiil somewhat 
disposed to growl, at the elevation of prices for 
small lots, but they are generally coming to re 
cognize the necessity of accepting the inevita- 
ble, and in some quarters it is said their exists a 
disposition to purchase now, lest prices may 
hereafter still further appreciate. 

In dry colors there is little new to note. The 
general list remains steady. Quick silver ver- 
milion is still heavy and dull; prices are ad- 
mitted to be fair, butat the same time the 
pigment is too high for any one to attempt to 
buy who finds that he can get along withsome 
good substitute. There has been a fairly orisk 
movement in paris green, at the prices re- 
spectively named by the Association and the 
outsiders. In fact, it may be questioned 
whether or not a little more business is being 
done by producers than is altogether satisfac- 
torytothem. The past week has witnessed 
the placing of some large contracts, but there 
are still some heavy buyers who are princi- 
pally conspicuous by their absence from the 
market. On the whole, however, it is not be- 
lieved that this pigment can goany lower than 
the phenominal prices at which it is now 
offered. 

Mixed paints are steady and in fairly good 
request. The sentiment of the local trade 
that prices are altogether too low was voiced 
at Thursday’s meeting of the Chicago Club, at 
which action was taken looking to the instruc- 
tion of the delegates from this city to the 
Detroit meeting to vote in favor of the adop- 
tion of some plan which might eventually re- 
sultin an appreciation inthe market quota- 
tions. 

DRUGS. 

The past week—and indeed, the past fort- 
night—has been one of extraordinary activity 
in the jobbing trade. Antipyretics and qui. 
nine have been in extraordinary request, and 
the general line seemsto have sympathized. 
At allevents, most of the leading houses re- 
port that they have found it necessary to 
work their clerical force at nightin order to 
keep pace with the volume of the demand up- 
on them, 

Opium and morphine show no change what- 
ever. Chicago houses, as a rule, are disposed 
to place little faith in reports of a bullish ten- 
dency, unless fully corroberated. Conse- 
quently, gum opium is still quoted at $3 50 
and powdered at $4 60. Morphine, also, is still 
purchasable at last week's figures. 

The wholesale quinine market is extremely 
sensitive. In fact, some representatives of 
foreign manufacturers manifest some indis- 
position to name prices to-day by which they 
would be,bound to-morrow. The week's vol- 
ume of business has beer enormous, a fact 
which is, of course, mainly attributable 
to the  prevailance of the epidemic. 
Chicago wholesale houses have bought 
more ‘quinine and called for more 
deliveries of the same under contract 
duriaog the first fifteen days of January than 
during any continuous period of two months 
throughout 188, The wholesale market may 
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be called to-day about 382 cents, with a firm 
feeling. Jobbers are asking 34 vents in quan- 
tities of 1000unces and 37 centsin 5s. These 
prices are for the foreign sulphate; some 
leading American brands command 5 cents 
higher all around. Some wonder has been 
expressed here in some quarters that in view 
of the extraordinary inquiry that prices 
should not have still further advanced. The 
most plausible explanation offered, and that 
which 1s most readily accepted in this market, 
is the existence of a surplus stock, which is 
estimated to aggregate some 1,000,000 ounces, 
a considerable proportion of which. might be 
precipitated upon the market at some critical 
moment when circumstances were favorable. 

The general list remains steady and the few 
changes reported are of minor consequence. 
Oxalic acid, owing to the dissolution of the 
manufacturers’ combination, is lower, job- 
bing to-day at 10 cents. Insect powder also 
shows some weakness; the market is quoted 
at 37 centsin kegs, and less quantities at 35 
cents. American valerian root is higher, pre- 
sumably owing to scarcity, aud isselling in a 
jobbing way at 45 cents, which is equivalent 
toan advance of about 860 percent. Mer- 
curials are all firmer; calomel is quoted at 38 
cents, corrosive sublimate at 80 cents (with 
powdered at 90), while quicksilver itself re- 
mains very firm at 8°. Wood alcohol in bar- 
rels brings $1 20 at wholesale and jobs at $1 3» 
while for less quantities $1 50 has to be paid. 

CHEMICALS, 

A good cusiness all along the line, with a 
tendency toward higher prices, is generally 
reported. A very large number of buyers 
who have heretofore been utterly skeptical as 
to the future of chemicals in general have 
awakened to arealization of the fact that they 
have missed several golden opportunities. 
The effect has been very largely to stimulate 
inquiry and induce what may be termed a 
reas. nably active market. 


Caustic soda advanced 10 cents per 100 lbs. 
yesterday, and is now quoted at $2 60@2 62% 
for 60%, with 70 and 74% selling on about the 
same basis. Itis said that contracts can be 
made at these figures, running over for from 
8 to 4 months, although this is seriously ques- 
tioned by some of those who have caustic for 
ssle. However this may be, while there has 
been a fair volume of business, it is difficult to 
learn of any extended contracts for future 
delivery having been made. Sales have bee: 
numerous, but have been mainly confined to 
quantities suited tothe immediate wants of 
the purchasers. It is generally believed 
here that prices can hardly go 
much higher, for the reason that 
they are already near the “danger line;” in 
other words, that any decided further appre- 
ciation would result in bringing into the mar- 
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ket some manufacturers who have been shut 
down for some time passed. It is pointed out 
that the advance since the middle of Decem- 
ber has alrendy reached 25 cents per 1 Ibs, 
and neither buyers nor agents think it likely 
that producers can obtain much higher fig- 
ures. There is, however, a decided feeling of 
regret on the partof many purchasers that 
they did not accept sound advice tendered 
them several weeks ago. 


Carbonated ash shows more firmness, but can 
hardly be said to be quotably higher. Sup- 
plies on spot continue to be worth what they 
will bring. and purchases to arrive cannot be 
made on a lower basis than 1 55@1 574gc. The 
same statement is applicable to refined alkali- 
There is no specially active demand for either 
and the maintainance of these prices is at- 
tributed to the necessity for manufacturers 
delivering so large a proportion of their out- 
put on pre-existing coutracts. 


Caustic soda ash sympathizes with the car- 
bonated in firmness. In fact, a mail offer to 
dispose of a lot of about 100 barrels at a com- 
paratively low figure was yesterday with. 
drawn by cable. There is, however, no im- 
provement in inquiry nor any appreciation in 
prices, 


Salt Cake isin some demand and is higher, 
to-days price being about 85 to 90 cents, at 
which figures, it is said, that year contracts 
can be secured. Western buyers have been 
very chary of placing orders for this commo- 
dity for some months past, and it would occa- 
sion no surprise should the next few months 
witness the making of several contracts of 
considerable size. 


Those who have steadily maintained their 
faith in the future of bleaching powder, des- 
pite the bearish tactics which have prevailed 
in the market forsome time past, fee) them- 
selves justified by the present condition of af- 
fasrs. The local market to-day is not only 
strong but higher, round lots being quoted at 
$1.75 to $1 80, with smaller quantities some ten 
to fifteen cents per 1.0 ibs. higher. 

Cream Tartar continues weak, so far a3 the 
demand is concerned, although prices remain 
unchanged. Very little inquiry has been re- 
ported since the first of the month, and it is 
presumed that consumers are engaged in work- 
ing off old stocks, 

Alum continues in active request, and is 
quoted at about $1.90 with the market gener- 
a:ly in a most satisfactory condition tosellers. 

The Dye market is usually dull, even for the 
season, Owing to the fact thai so many of the 
western woolen mills have suspended opera- 
tions at an earlier date than usual because of 
the open winter. Trade is very quiet, but 
there is no change in prices to be noted.

The improvement inthe market for heavy 
chemicals continues and prices are gradually 
advencing, while in several] lines the market 
is very active. Advices from the other side 
continue tc reflect a very strong tone in the 
primary maaket and the indications point to 
much higher prices in the near future, Stocks 
of nearly all descriptions are light both here 
and in Liverpool, and this, together with the 
enlarged consumption and the increased cost 
of production, is forcing prices upward. Our 
Liverpool correspondents, Messrs. J. P. Brun- 
ner & Co., writing on the 8th inst., say: 
“Since our last advice most lines of heavy 
- chemicals have improved both here and on the 
Tyne. A number of American orders have 
been placed for carbonated soda ash for 
January-February delivery at 144@1L 3-16d, ac- 
ording to brand, while 1444 has also been 
paid for caustic ash. Most makers are well 
“sold for this month, and buyers now find a 
difficulty in filling their orders. Soda crys- 
tals have advanced, £2 l5s@£2 lis 6d per ton 
being now nearest spot quotations. Prices 
have also been advanced on the Tynein con- 
sequence of the announcement that the Jar- 
row Chemical Co, intend closing their Tyne 
Dock Works. Caustic soda is again dearer, 
but there is less doing, the advance having 
apparently checked business. We quote 60% 
at £6 15s to £6 17s 6d; 7s at £7 12s 6d to £7 lis, 
and 74% at £8 7s 6d to £8 10s. Sales of 300 
drums arc reported for January-February 
delivery at tho lower figure, for America. 
For 76% £9 5s@9 10s is quoted. Bleaching pow- 
der has been in good demand for the home 
trade, and the price of soft- wood packages 
has advanced 7s6d to 10s per ton, and the 
higher figures paid. There is not much doing 
in hard wood, but one maker reports asale 
to-day for the States, January delivery, at 
£515s. There is still alittle to be had, how- 
ever, at £5 10s up to £5 12s 6d, but the article 
is getting into very small compass for this 
month. Chlorate of potash has met with an 
active demand, and large sales have been 
made for January-March at 444d and price is 
now advanced to 434d, while there are few 
sellers. Bicarb soda is in small compass at 
£5 5s perton and upwards for one cwt kegs 
according to brand and quantity, with usual 
allowances for larger packages.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash is tending upward in 
sympathy wita the strong reports from Liy- 
erpool, though the market is not quotably 
higher than at the date of our last. The de- 
mand is active, glass manufacturers showing 
a good deal of iuterest in futures and are 
placing a good many contracts for forward 
delivery. It is announced from Newcastle 
that the Jarrow Company intend to gradually 
close their works at Tyne Dock, as existing 
engagements are fulfilled. We continue to 
quote 1 40@1 50c for 48%, as to brand, quantity 
and position, and 48% at 1 87144@1 4244c. 

Caustic soda ash is very firm, and is likely to 
be hizher,in sympathy with other alkalies, 
but there is not much demand at present and 
prices are somewhat nominal at 105@1 40e for 
48%, and 18246@135c for 58%, as to quantity 
and seller. 

New process alkalies are in active demand, 
particularly for forward delivery. lt 
is reported that the glass makers are 
placing contracts for delivery as_ far 
ahead as the next blast. Prices are 
gradually advancing as_ supplies for 
early delivery are very light both here and 
abroad. The domestic makers are sold ahead 
to June. High test is receiving most atten- 
tion and is relatively higher than 48%. We 
quote the latter at 135@1 40c and 58% at 1.40@- 
1 45c as to quantity and dateof delivery. 

Saltcake is becoming scarce, and it is inti- 
mated that supplies will be light for some time 
to come. There is a good demand and 
the market is very firm at 57\¢c for the better 
brands of domestic, and 78@75c for English, 
as to quantity and make. 

Caustic soda is active, and we haye to again 
report an advance in prices. For early deliv- 
ery sales are reported of 1,000 drums, 70@74%" 
up to 250c being paid, and that is now the 
bottom of the market for spot goods or near- 
by arrival. For stock to arrive within thirty 
days, 245@2 4734g¢c, as to brand and 
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quality, is quoted, but distant shipments 
might be had ashade less. Offerings on the 
spot or for early delivery are extremely lim- 
ited, and with the market abroad steadily ad-

Sal soda is doing better in sympathy with 
Liverpool advices, and for English 9244@95c is 
now quoted, as to quantity and seller.

Acetic acid has sold to a moderate degree at 
our former prices of 14@2i%c, according to 
quantity and delivery. 

Muriatic and nitric acids have been in rather 
light demand, but this is not considered an 
exceptional condition, as the market usually 
rules quiet at this season. Prices have re- 
ceived no attention from dealers. 

Oxalic acid continues to sell at 6c, but con- 
sumers do not seem particularly anxious for 
stocks at the moment, and the market has 
ruled wholly without feature, with the ex- 
ception that a weak tone is apparent. 

Sulphuric Acid—The main item of interest 
has been the appearance of some of the makers 
before the Ways and Means Committee of 
Congress to discuss the propriety of placing 
a duty on acids. We treat the question 
in our editorial columns. The trading 
has kept up fairly well for the season although 
no large sales can be recorded. Prices show 
no change. Tbe new association is progress- 
ing favorably but no new features are appar- 
ent. 

Tartaric acid has ruled entirely without fea- 
ture, and the trading has transpired in a purely 
matter of fact way at our former prices, 

Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of Lime—Gray has appreciated, in 
price, being now quoted at 225c. The rise was 
instantaneous and is accounted for by the fact 
that an increased call for stock has been felt 
from abroad, and quite some little business, 
for this quality, has been done during the 
week. It is not known whether the increased 
demand will prove permanent ornot. Brown 
is unchanged in price and has been in quiet 
request. 

Biue Vitrol—Is quoted a trifle firmerin some 
quarters, but we continue to hear of offers to 
supply parcelsina large way, at 53¢c., while 
jobbing lots are quoted at 54@53¢c. No large 
transactions are reported however, and the 
market is without particular teature. 

Brimstone—No new features have presented 
themselves, and there seems to have been an 
entire absence of particular trading during 
the interval. Stocks are not abundant how- 
ever, and prices are nominal at $19.00. The 
market for parcels to arrive has ruled quiet 
and unchanged.

To 
arrive, 1 30@1 35c is named, and shipments are 
held at the same figures. 

Caustic soda, 6('%, is still in very light stock, 
with 2 8244@2 95c named as to brand and 
quantity.

Process of Making Bleaching Pow- 
der. 

Ar improvement in the manufacture of 
chloride of lime or bleaching powder has for 
its object a simple and effective manner of 
producing chloride of lime at a minimum 
cost of expense. It consists, essentially, in 
decomposing in a desirable furnace a suitable 
chloride mixed with a clay-like or other suit- 
able mixture, which will combine with the 
chloride and disengage the chlorine in passing 
the gases over or through a dilute solution of 
chloride of lime in water, causing the chlo- 
rine tocombine with the calcium, and thus 
raise the strength of the solution of chloride 
of lime and separate the chlorine from the 
other gases passed over the solution, and then 
in subjecting this solution to hydrochloric 
acid and eyolving a rich chlorine gas, which 
may be passed over the lime in the ordinary 
manner. 

Mixtures of calcium chloride and a silicious 
clay-like substance give better results than a 
purely silicious base when decomposed for 
the purpose of producing chlorine gas. It is 


| said to be impossible to dry such amixture 


up tothe point of causing it to lose all its 
water without disengaging hydrochloric acid. 
As there is certainly an advantage in reduc- 
ing the quantity of hydrochloric acid formed 
at the sametime with the chlorine, the silici- 
ous clay is first calcined separately, so as to 
drive off the contained water and to obtaina 
decomposing material, which has at the same 
time the avdantages of silicious and of clay- 
like materials. 

The silicious clay is placed in the calcining 
furnace in any suitable form, preferably 
small bricks, and after calcination is reduced 
to powder and mixed with the calcium chlo- 
ride. 

Inthe manufacture of chlorine heretofore 
it has been customary toso form the furnace 
for decomposing the material containing the 


chlorine as to exclude from the field of reac- | 


tion the combustible or carbonated gases, as 
chlorine has a strong affinity for carbonic 
oxide, forming therewith oxychloride of car- 
bon or carbonyl chloride, from which the 
chlorine cannot be recovered in its active 
state. Accordingly, it has been customary to 
decompose the chlorine containing mixture 
by means of furnaces heated from the out- 
side, thus preventing the entrance of carbonic 
oxide and the consequent forming of oxy- 
chloride of carbon. As this process of evolv- 
ing chlorine by heating from the outside ne- 
cessitates the use of a great amount of fuel 
and greatiy adds to the cost of production, a 
furnace has been devised in which the car- 
bonic oxide is introduced directly into the de- 
composing chamber; but by the peculiar ar- 
rangement of the parts the formation of oxy- 
chloride of carbon gas is prevented. 

The decomposing furnace consists of a 
high tower having a thick envelope of non- 
conducting material, preventing radiation 
therefrom. In the upper part of the fur- 
nace is an opening having a removable 
ecovercr cap, and into this opening a mix- 
ture of calcium chloride and calcined sili- 
cious clay is inserted until the tower is 
filled. In the lower part of the furnace there 
is a pipe or conveyor discharging thereinto 
and forcing a current of air into the lower 
part of the furnace, from whence it con- 
stantly ascends. 

The furnace is provided with tuyeres or 
apertures interposed between the opposite 
extremities of the furnace, about midway the 
height thereof, and through these tuyeresa 
crown of pipes,preferably arranged in a circle 
discharge the carbonic oxide or other fuel. 
The pipes are connected by a suitable main or 
connecting pipe to the discharge of the fur- 
nace, 

Coal or other fuel is placed in the furnace 
and the fire isso regulated that an abundance 
of carbonic oxide is produced and conducted 
from the tlue or discharge of the furnace to 
the main, whence it is inserted into the midst 
of the material in the furnace By means of 
the pipes. The air inserted from the bottom 
of the furnace brings about the combustion

of the cirbonic oxide, and is supplied in suf- 
ficient quantities to combine with the calcium 
chloride mixed with the silicious clay-like 
substance, and to produce the reaction 


8CaCl, + Al,(SiO3)s +30 = Al,O3 +3CaSiO,g +3Clg. 


The combustion soon heats to a white heat, 
the material on a level with the tuyeres form- 
ing the combustion zone of the furnace. 
This zone extends only askort distance, and 
immediately above it is the decomposing zone, 
in which the material is heated to a red heat 
and is thoroughly decomposed before its con- 
tact with the carbonic oxide in the combus- 
tion zone, thus preventing the formation of 
oxychloride of carbon. The heat is sufficient- 
ly intense, from the pecniiar arrangement of 
the tuyeres and the prevention of radiation, 
as to thoroughly decompose the material be- 
fore its entrance to the combustion zone. The 
free carbonic oxide unites with an atom of 
oxygen of the inserted air forming carbonic 
anhydride, which has no affinity for the chlo- 
ride, and is discharged therewith at the same 
time with the chloride gas. Before their exit 
through the discharge of tne furnace these 
gases are cooled by passing through the great 
weight of material interposed between the de- 
composing zone and the discharge, thus pre- 
venting a great loss of heat which would 
otherwise accrue, 


In the manufacture of chloride of lime it is 
customary to pass the gases directly over the 
\ ime, whereupon the chlorine combines there- 
with, forming chloride of lime or bleaching 
powder. It would, however, be impracticable 
to pass the gases evolved from this furnace 
directly over the lime, as the carbonic anhy- 
dride has a great affinity for calcium and 
would cambine therewith, preventing the 
manufacture of a salable chloride of lime and 
forming a mixture of chloride of lime an 
calcium carbonate. 

It is claimed that the manufacture of liquid 
chloride of lime is not injured in the least by 
carbonic anhydride. While all the chloride is 
absorbed, a portion of carbonic anhydride 
escape; absorption, and the rest forms cal- 
cium carbonate, which does no harm, because 
it is precipitated in an insoluble state. Ac- 
cordingly, the caroonic anhydride and chlo- 
rine are passed over a solution of chloride of 
lime, whereupon all the chlorine gas ig 
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absorbed, combining with the dilute chloride 
of lime and raising the strength of the solu- 
tion, while a portion of the carbonic anby- 
dride escapes absorption and is conducted 
away by any suitable conveying pnssage, and 
the remainder forms calcium carbonate,which 
may be separated by allowing it to be precipi- 
tated and then drawing off the liquid chloride 
of lime. For this purpose any suitable form 
of vat or tank may be used, which is inclosed 
and has an inlet for the gases and an outlet 
for the carbonic anhydride, and also a means 
for drawing off the chloride of lime after the 
precipitation of the calcium carbonate. As, 
on the other hand, the formation of a certain 
quantity of hydrochloric acid cannot be 
prevented in the principal reaction it is 


condensed and utilized to attack the liquid 
chloride of lime produced, and tnus concen- 
trated chlorine gas is obtained which is p 

over the lime in the ordinary way, or into the 
imperfect chloride of lime obtained with the 
weak chlorine, which accordingly rises to 
the strength desired.— Paper Trade Journal, 
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The Situation of Nitrate of Soda and 
Sulphate of Ammonia. 


The following remarks on the situation of 
the above-named articles, are taken from the 
annual review of the chemical market in the 
Chemical Trade Journal of London: 

“So farascan be seen the prospects of ni- 
trate were never more hopeless, and only an 
actual stoppage of production over a consid- 
erable period, or a material curtailment of 

utput all ronnd, can save the market froma 
further serious decline. There can be no 
question that the capacity to produce has 
been enormously increased within the last 
few years, owing to the formation of limited 
companies out of the old private concerns 
andthe consequent introduction of larger 
capital and better appliances. It recently 
transpired that one of the leading companies 
had within the last two years increased its 
output capacity from 150,000 gtis. per six 
montis to 280,000 qtis.; and if the other com- 
panies have increased theirs in anything like 
the same proportion, what has been said 
above only becomes the more evident. No 
doubt alow price for pitrate will stimulate 
the consumption, but it must take along 
time before itcan meet the present output 
capacity. 

“Sulphate of ammonia has apparently not 
been influenced by nitrate of soda at all, but 
actually, we think, it has, and that the influ- 
ence of nitrate has been counterbalanced by 
that of extreme scarcity and relatively high 
prices of all other kinds of nitrogenous mate- 
rial. The present price of sulphate works out 
only to 10s. per unit of ammonia, whereas 
dried blood is fetching quite 11s, 6d. per unit, 
and Liebig’s and other similar meat guanos 
would find ready buyers at over 11s, per unit 
ofammonia., So that where sulphate of am- 
monia can be substituted it is substituted, and 
weare of opinion that only this cause has 
saved sulphate from a very considerable de- 
cline in value. Superphosphate has main- 
tained avery firm position throughout the 
year, excepting for a short time in May and

June, when, to clear their surplus stock, man- 
ufacturers submitted to lower prices, opening 
with 45s. per ton in bulk, f.o.r. at works, for 26 
per cent, tbat price was maintained until late 
in May, when as low as 40s. was accepted. The 
market, however, recovered in August, along 
with advanced prices for materials, and 45s, 
again became the current quotation. Closing 
value cannot be put under 46s, 3d. in bulk 
f.o.r. at works. 

“There are three facts which we think ma- 
nure manufacturers would do well to take 
into account in making provision for the fu- 
ture—the increased buying capacity of the 
British farmer, the enormously increasing de- 
mand for all kinds of manure material for the 
United States, and the inadequacy of new 
sources of supply. We think these facts 
point toa higher range of prices over 1890 
than we have had in 1889, excepting for ni- 
trate of soda, and su!phate of ammonia in so 
far as it may be affected by nitrate.” 


Chloralamid as a Hypnotic. 


BY W. HALE WHITE, M.D., F.R.C.P., 

In his exhaustive account of the new hyp 
notics, Professor Leech saysof chloramid that 
the observations upon it are so far few im 
number. I have recently given it to twenty 
patients suffering from various illnesses, in all 
of whom insomnia wasa troublesome symp- 
tom. Brief notes are appended. It will be 
seen that the drug produced comfortable sleep 
inallthe patients except two; one of these 
was suffering from delirium connected with 
cerebral hemorrhage, and the other was ad- 
mitted with rheumatic fever complicated by 
delirium tremens and salicylic poisoning. 
Both these patients died shortly after admis- 
sion. It is notewortny that some of the other 
patients were suffering from extremely pain- 
ful diseases, and yet chioralamid produced 
sleep; thus @ woman who had a thoracie 
aneurism preferred it to morphine, and an- 
other patient who had carcinoma of the stom- 
ach also slept better with chloralamid than 
with morphine. The patient with carcimona 
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lay ed absorption. Now I always prescribe it 
with spirit; 20 grains will dissolve in 1 drachm 
* of rectified spirit in fifteen minutes, and water 
may be added to this solution without repre- 
cipitating the drug. A good way of giving it 
is to tell the patient to dissolve it in a little 
brandy, add water to his liking, and drink it 
shortly before going to bed. If given in milk, 
not only is it insoluble, but it is-difficult to 
swallow, for it sticks to the sides and bottom 
of the glass. The taste is slightly bitter, but 
by no means disagreeable. It should never be 
prescribed with alkalies, for they decompose 
it, nor should hot water be mixed with it, for 
it decomposes at 148 deg. F. For an adult, 20 
to 60 grains—the exact amount depending 
upon the cause of the insomnia—is the dose; 
usually 30 grains will suffice. It has the ad- 
vantage over sulphonal that it is only half the 
price, and it has the great advantage over 
paraldehyde that it has no nasty smell or 
taste, nor is it difficult to dissolve. 

The few cases which have been bublished 
quite bear out the cases recorded here. It 
would seem that in chloralamid we havea safe 
bypnotic, which hardly ever has any depres- 
sing effects, which does not produce indiges- 
tion, and very rarely gives rise to any unpleas- 
ant results. Wedonot of course yet know 
what harm may result from its prolonged 
use.—British Med. Jour.

of the liver suffered intense pain, yet me 
dozed comfortably after chloralamid. The 


man suffering from cerebral softening who 
was quieted by the drug is also a striking case. 
Probably the house-physicians, sisters, and 
nurses are the best judges of hypnotics, as 
they see the patients frequently during the 
night. They all tell me that those who take 
chloralamid sleep well and comfortably after 
it, and the sisters of the three wards in which 
I have used it tell me that the patients sleep 
better after chloralamid than after any of 
the hypnotics which have been introduced 
during the last few years. My own experi- 
ence, and what the patients themselves tell 
me certainly agree with this. In none of the 
twenty patients to whom I have given it—and 
many of them have taken several doses—have 
any effects followed that can be looked upon 
as contra-indications to its use. Never have I 
observed any depressing results, nor has 
headache followed its use. The time which 
elapses between its administration and the 
commencement of sleep varies between a 
quarter of an hour and two or three hours. 
It it is given in the evening, when once asleep 
the patient usually sleeps quietly till morn- 
ing. Some writers have stated that occasion- 
ally after a dose in the evening the patient 
does not go to sleep till the next morning, and 
that he remains asleep all the day. This was 
so with one of my patients; but it must be re- 
membered, that, as the drug is feebly solu- 
ble in water—20 grains take five hours to 
dissolve in 2 ounces of water—it is often given 
as a powder with some milk. It was adminis- 
tered in this way to my patient who slept the 
next day, and I should think that some of 
these cases of delayed action were due to de-

Petroleum in Mexico and Texas. 


As the star of the empire is said to take its 
way westward, so the petroleum development 
way be said totake its way in a continued 
progress southward. It has passed from the 
Dominion of Canada through western New 
York, Pennsylvania, West Virainia and Ohio, 
and is now quite rapidly on its way through the 
State of Kentucky,having already been recog- 
nized by the investment of large amounts of 
capital and the formation of many stock com- 
panies in western Kentucky, many of them 
chossing Louisville as a business center for 
their operations, and they have found es- 
pecial encouragement in the fields of their 
enterprises by the development of many gas 
wells of immense capabilities for production 
with an almost certainty of paying produc- 
tion wherever the bits penetrates the univer- 
sal underlying **Trenton.” 

Beginning with the more distant field first, 
but premising that the whole scope of oil de- 
posits are continuous under certain irregular 
but fixed conditions with intervals of separa- 
tion, that make their abundance and great 
extenta fact beyond doubt, at least over 
large portions of the North American con- 
tinent, we proceed first with Mexico: Al- 
though the oil deposits of Mexico may result 
in an immense yield of oil when fully worked, 
it wiil be scarcely possible to bring the petro- 
leum from these deposits in competition with 
oil in the United States, so long as prices rule 
anywhere near the present basis. Other oil 
deposits are known to exist in Mexico beside 
the locality here introduced but so little is in- 
telligently known of them that they will not 
be further alluded to here. The nearest, the 
the best known, and the most accessible de- 
posits are ln the state of Vera Cruz, not far 
from the town of 'Tuxpan, and near the Tux- 
pan river, which is navigable a considerable 
distance into theinterior. The oil district so 
faras distinctly marked by its outcrup seems 
to extend from the Gulf coast to a distance 
of twenty-five miles inland to the San Juan 
(St. John) hills. The geological formations are 
claimed to be almost identical, as are present 
in the recognized oil districts in Pennsylvania. 
The sand stones connected with these oil de- 
posits present themselves in the same general 
geological order of stratification as occupied 
by them in the prolific oil deposits of Pennsyl- 
vania. The nearest deposit of the sea coast is 
on the western border of Lake Tampamachoes, 
which lake is six miles in length. The de- 
posits of oil here are indicated by springs, 
which discharge the petroleum into the 
marshy lands that border the lake, from which 
it flows in abundant quantities over the sur- 
face of the lake. Shipping can be anchored 
in the Tuxpan river at the entrance to the 
lake, or with suitable boats of light draft it 
can be carried inland to Tampico. Twenty- 
five miles from the City of Tuxpan, upon the 
banks of the Tuxpan river, the oil again 
freely manifests itself about the base of a 
considerable hill. 

A singular fact is that there is a large num- 
ber of natural springs of petroleum issuing 
from this elevated hil, the outflow from 
which has formed very considerable lakes, 
some at least a mile in Jength, also filling the 
ravines through which it flows to a width of 
fifty feet. The river is navigable to this 
locality, and the springs in some instances are 
very near the river. 

On the road to Juan Felipe--if the trails of 
Mexico can be called roads—there exists a still 
more abundant indication of oil, which exudes 
from natural springs, than can be found at ei- 
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ther of the foregoing described localities. This 
town, or Mexican rancho,or hacienda,is about 
forty-five miles southwest of Tuxpan; is on 
amuch higherelevation, being placed among 
the foot hills of a spur of the San Juan Moun- 
tains. Whether oil can be obtained by boring 
within these limits, where it so liberally mani- 
fests its existence by overflowing springs and 
lakes, is a question to be settled in the future 
by the drilland daring of the restless “‘wild- 
catter.”’ 

Some years since a Boston company named 
the “Boston & Mexican Oil Company,” ob- 
tained grants from the Mexican government, 
with liberal privileges and concessions to pro- 
tect them in the development and refining of 
petroleum from these deposits. Butas noth- 
ing is known of late of their success in the 
operations, which for a time they prosecuted, 
it is probable they met with obstructions 
from the Government or otherwise, that in- 
duced them to retire from active operations. 
At the time of obtaining their grant, the duty 
paid on United States petroleum was thirty- 
four cents On refined oil and alsoa duty onthe 
crude, At that date Mexico imported from 
the United States thirty millions of gallons of 
illuminating oil per year and it was retailed 
in the interior at from eighty cents to one dol- 
lar and sixty cents per gallon. 

As to the quality of this Mexican oil as com- 
pared with the Pennsylvania oils, the writer 
is unable to say, further than great virtue is 
claimed for it asa lubricator. Taking what is 
known into consideration, it is probable that 
in quality at least, as taken from these surface 
springs, it closely resembles the sample of 
Texas Oil now in the office of the Reporter. 

That the great oil belts pass from the United 
States through Eastern Texas and beneath the 
Gulf of Mexico, is made clearly apparent by 
the occasional reports of navigators of the 
gulf, who, greatly to their astonishment and 
disgust, sail through leagues of the ocean cov- 
ered over its surface with petroleum and the 
myraids of fish, notably those of the red snap- 
per, found dead by them by the square mile, 
floating in and near the waters of the gulf 
stream,’are to be accounted for by an outbreak 
of oil and natural gas in the neighborhood of 
their haunts and feeding places. 

The Texas oil flelds while they are not yet 
definitely located or explored, have received 
some attention in and near the county of 
Nocogdoches, from whence the sample of oil 
submitted was obtained. This oil is described 
by the enterprising oil explorer from whom 
it was received, who is engaged in well boring 
in that section, as having but little naphtha 
or paraffine, a specific gravity of 22°, a flash 
test of 245°, anda burning test of 320°, and it 
is claimed to be limpid at a cold test of 20° be- 
low zero. This last is probably a mistake, as 
it does not harmonize with an analysis of the 
oil, which he states to be as follows:

An oil of 22% gravity, and yielding 11°01 per 
cent. of pitch, could not remain lim did at 20° 
below zero. Neither could such an oil yield 
but a yery small per centage of illuminating 
oil. 

The explorer adds the opinion that upon a 

proper distillation: of this crude petroleum, 
the result would be an almost perfect oil for 
lubrication, equal to lard oil, for ail the uses 
where lard oil is found successful as a lubri- 
cant. Like very many others, he seems not 
to be aware that the distillation of a very 
heavy gravity oil, at an excessive degree 
of heat, as is necessary to be applied for 
its distillation or separation, is almost totally 
destructive of its oleagii ous qualities, hence 
requiring, after such distillation, 10 be mixed 
with an anima! oil, the proportion of wh ch in 
the mixture gives nearly all the value it pos- 
sesses aS ajubricant. Or, in other words, the 
value of a distilled mineral oil is contained in 
the quantity of the lard oil or other oleagin- 
ous oil mixed with it. Hence the almost 
worthlessness and gumminess of cheap min- 
eral oil when appliec to machinery. The only 
proper and successful way to utilize petroleum 
for lubrication is by careful filtration. 

This Texas oil was obtained in a boring 
about one hundred feet in depth. The geo- 
logical formation is stated to be Mivcene. 
Tertiary and the rock in which it is stored is 
named as belonging to the Choritz family, 
with admixture of carbonates of calcium and 
magnesium and some silicates of aluminum 
and iron. 

With a small rig he reports being able to 
bore a well in about eight days, each well pro- 
ducing from ten to sixty gallons per day. 
These wells would necessitate the gearing of 
some twenty or thirty, to be operated by one 
engine, asin the Frankiin heavy oil region. 
According to the geological horizon, as stated 
by the Texas well borer, some extremely deep 
boring will bs necessary to reach the lighter 
crude oils for illuminating, if they existin 
this field atall, If secured in this locality at 
shallow depths, :ay anything less than two or 
three thousand feet and upward, the yield or 
oil wells in this horizon wiil precessurily be of 
brief duration. Samples of this oi! from

The course of the general market for dyes 
and dyestuffs has been much the same as in 
previous weeks. There are few instances 
where prices show any change, the market 
having ruled steady during the interval. 
Trading has, as yet, failed to show the in- 
crease so desired by dealers, although a fair 
jobbing demand has prevailed for certain of 
the lines. 

Albumen—Nothing of fresh interest has 
transpired in any of the qualities. Blood con- 
tinues in fair request, at unchang: d prices, 
while egg has drooped somewhat, receiving 
only an occasional call. 

Aniline Colors—Advices from abroad report 
the market firmer in consequence of the in- 
creased cost of certain of the raw materials. 
While the general line of colors has not as yet 
been advanced, magentas, yellows and blues 
show an appreciation in pr.ces, in some quar- 
ters, these colors being mostly affected by the 
advance in the raw materials. The demand 
has been of the ordinary jobbing description, 
no special trading being accomplished. 

Alizarine continues low and prices are in 
buyers’ favor. The call for stocks has been as 
usual, and the market has ruled whoily with- 
out feature. 

Bichromate of potash has received the usual 
share of attention from buyers, the business 
having been jobbing in character and of fair 
proportions. The market is without special 
feature, while pr'ces are unchanged from a 
week ago. Bichromate of soda is unchanged 
in value and selling in a moderate way. 

Cochineal—The market has been compara- 
tively lifeless for so longaperiod that any- 
thing in the way of a demand immediately 
attracts the attention of dealers, consequently 
when inquiries were made for supplies during 
the week, considerable interest was felt and 
the market for the moment had an appear- 
ance of animation. No large business was 
done however, the demand proving of moder- 
ate proportions and the situation is again with- 
out feature, values having been without 
fluctuation. 

Cutch—Diamond S M is quoted firm at 5344@ 
5lgc, on spot and to arrive, while Star Bis 
ruling at 644@6%4c. There is very little call for 
stocks, and the market has been a quiet one 
throughout the week. Calcutta does not offer 
anything as yet. The foreign market is very 
much bigher than that here, and for that 
matter it has been for some time. 

Divi Divi—The market has continued with- 
out special feature. There have been no arri- 
vals, and the stock on hand has been further 
depreciated by the reported sale of 10 tons 
from store at p.t. Beyond thjs transaction, 
we are unable to learn of any business. Prices 
are as previously quoted. 

Dyewoods—The stick wood market con- 
tinues interesting, and there would seem to 
be further indications that the market will 
strengthen. According to recent advices 
from Hayti, there are nine vessels loading at 
St. Marc—seven for France and twofor Amer- 
ica—and all the vessels have found extreme 
difficulty in obtaining a full cargo. The 300 
tons Port de Paix, per the Alice, were sold to 
arrive. The other sales, comprise some 
1,000 tons St. Mare and Fort Liberty from 
dock, at full prices. 

the cargo by the Sif, which is now due, has 
also been placed at $31. There is little wood 
offering and beyond the above advices the po- 
sition of the market has not changed froma 
week ago. Trading has been fair in extracts, 
but prices are the same, the manufacturers 
apparently making no effort to better the 
market in this respect. 

Gambier—The spot market is now quoted at 
554@5%c prices having again declined, owing 
to the pressure to sell, large supplies and the 
apathy of buyers. To arrive, however, prices 
are higher than those ruliug on spot, the quo- 
tation being 6c and it is said that from Singa- 
pore it would cost 6 05c toimport. London is 
also quoted firm. Sales have been in a small 
jobbing way entirely, 

Indigo. Bengals have not yet been active, 
though some trading has been accomplished, 
but nothing of any moment has transpired. 
The sales will close on the 27th of the present 
month, and according to latest advices the 
amount shipped to New York so far is 6,600 
chests. Prices abroad, it is said, have ruled 
low, but exchange has been against buyers. 
Manilas and Madras have not moved as freely 
asa week ago, although a moderate jobbing 
business has been done at previvus prices, 

Nutgalls. Allppos continue to be quoted with 
a firm tendency, but the present absence of 
demand keeps prices from appreciating. The 
report of ashort crop continues to lack con- 
firmation, and nothing further has been 
learned regarding the same. Trading in chinas 

has been held in check by the lack of 
available supplies, the market being exceed- 
ingly steady in consequence, while a good 
inquiry has prevailed.

thereby influencing holders, who offered less 


treely, with the result that prices have gradu- 
ally recovered, et one time rising to 2d., but 
leaving off without change on the year, viz., 
134d. to 1%d. per unit. Ceylon.—We have 
already alluded to the important falling off in 
the season’s shipments, but the figures for the 
current season to date are equally favorable, 
the cultivation of more profitable staples, 
such as tea, being mainly responsible for the 
decline. The quantity of the imports this 
year is said to have been below that of the 
previous season, the respective percentage of 
quinine being 244d, to 2d. Prices have again 
proved unsatisfactory, the unit being at one 
time as low as 1}4d., and only on one occasion 
reaching 2d. East Indian.—Has arrived in 
abundance (and some of the early sales of the 
year consisted largely of Mysuvre-Wynaad 
kinds), a large proportion, however, consisting 
of poor quality. Java.—The bulk of the sup- 
plies has gone to Holland and offered in the 
important monthly sales there, leaving only a 
small quantity for the London catalogues, the 
largest supply being offered in February, to- 
talling over 3,000 bales. The quality of this 
source of supply is well maintained, the ave- 
rage being about 4 per cent. South American 
has been of less interest than ever; a good 
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crease on last year, it is still above 300,000 Ibs. 

Cubebs.—Advices coming to hand early in 
the year reporting a short crop the opening 
price was fairly maintained until June, when 
an advance of several pounds was established, 
priucipally owing to a good American de- 
mand, and up to £28 10s. was paid; holders 
growing avaricious refused to go on selling 
under £30, which not only checked business 
but influenced supplies from the Continent, 
and direct consignments coming to hand 
buyers have held aloof, sales being effected 
with difficuity even at a slight decline, and 
with a slow demand the price is about £27 for 
good quality rather dusty. Several parcels 
more or less spurious have appeared occa- 
sionally but have been entirely at the mercy 
of Continental buyers, the Engiish houses 
continuing to boycott them. 


Dragons’ Blood.—Importations bave been in 
excess of requirements, and the stock is about 
double what it was at the close of last year; 
consequently prices have drooped according 
to pressure to sell. 

Gums—Ammoniacum—Although the impor- 
tations have been only half of the previous 
year the deliveries have fallen off two-thirds, 
but the small quantity available has enabled 
holders to have more of their own way than 
for some time past, consequent!y prices are 
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tions have taken place throughout the year 
Angostura.—The new crop is reported. to be 
of good quality, but so far nothing has been 
placed on the market. 


Borax.—No change whatever has taken place 
in this article throughout the year, except an 
occasional 6d. one way or the other according 
to requirements, notwithstanding reports 
coming to hand in May that manufacturers 
were endeavoiing to form a syndicate to cur- 
tail production any advance was checked by 
rumors of new works being started in Cali- 
fornia. 


Chamomiles.—During the first few months 
of the year a good demund existed for good 
flowers at full prices, but as the summer ad- 
vanced sales became difficult in anticipation 
of the new crop which commenced to be 
offered the latter part of July. 

Camphor.—Japan.—The official stock in the 
warehouses at the end of November was only 
100 tubs (whilst six times that quantity had 
been delivered during the month) these have 
since been cleared, leaving it in the peculiar 
position of “stocks nil.” 

Cardamoms,.—Since the turn of the year a 
few fiuctuations have taken place in holders’ 
favor during the autumn, but recently in 
buyers’. Although the total quantity this 
season shipped from Ceylon show a slight de-

Quinine.—It is not eo very long since the 
question was asked: “shall we ever see this

Supplies show no signs of diminishing, and 
importers have found a difficulty of disposing 
ot their parcels, which they have been jorced 
to offer “without reserve.”” Elemi—The large 
supply of 94 cases was offered in the first pub- 
lic sales, but holders asking extreme prices 
the whole was taken out. With a very limited 
demand for this gum buyers refrained from 
supporting the importers, except when com- 
pelled by consumptive orders, there being no 
inducement to lay in stock hence lower prices 
were inevitable. Gamboge.—The importations 
up to November were 100 cases in excess of last 
year, which, however, have been counteract- 
ed by the deliveries, the stock now only being 
two months (average) consumption. Oliban- 
um—In strange contrast with last year the 
importations have been in excess whilst the 
deliveries have been less, the stock being in- 
creased by nearly 1,000 packages. A good de- 
mand existed at the opening sales, and aslight 
advance was reported. Higher prices were 
paid ducing the next few months, Supplies 
coming to hand more freely lower prices have 
followed, although fine garblings have been 
inquired for. Tragacanth—The cpening sales 
met a strong demand, good gualities selling at 
nearly 20s advance on closing rates, consequent 
on reports of a shortage of the crop, which on 
comparing statistics at the preseat time do 
not appear to be confirmed, the stock at the 
close being double what it was last year, 
whilst the importations total 8,700 packages 
against 7,600; the deliveries continue Lo show 
an increase, being three times heavier than 
those of 1887. Very few public sales have 
taken place, buyers preferring to operate 
privately.

Mexican; Advices from 
New York report only small stocks with a 
good demand from Continental quarters and 
an upward tendency. 

Senna.—Alexandriap; Beyond a demand for 
pods which have continued to advance until 

the supply is almost exhesusted, this descrip- 
tion has been neglected. Tinnivelly has been 

in good request and higher prices paid, es- 

| pecially for fine throughout the year except 

at the close, when aslight decline has taken 
place from the highest point, 

| Cochineal.—The importations correspond 
with the two previous seasons, whilst the de- 
liveries slightly exceed those of last year, and 
the stock at the close is a little over 4,000 bags. 
January recorded the lowest price ot the 
year, in fact the lowest ever known, rather 
than accept similar rates, holders refrained 
from offering, and higher quotations have 
been the result; the advance however, is 
of little importance compared with former 
years, Since the autumn a very fair enquiry 
has existed, but particulars are invariably 
kept secret. 

Cutch.—Since November an improvement 
has set in, and prices show a slight advance;

At the 
opening sales in January the excessive quan- 
tity of 4,714 cases were catalougued, but 
meeting scarcely any demand, even at a re- 
duction on the closing prices, only a small 
proportion found buyers, with so great a dif- 
ficulty in selling arraugements were con- 
cluded to withhold offering fora month, pos- 
sibly to give time for the 6,000 packages to be 
landed which arrived in the meantime; with 
continued heavy public sales it was proposed 
in April to hold the auctions once a month 
instead of fortnightly, which is now the 
recognized custom.

Madagascar: Unlike Zanzibar a good 
demand existed for this description atthe 
January sales, and an advance of 10s was paid, 
good pale bold realizing £910s, and medium 
ditto £8, whilst the parcels brought forward 
during February and March obtained full 
rates, since when lower prices have been re- 
sorted toin order to effect sales. Manilla, 
hard: The official statements of all descrip- 
tions are embraced under the heading of 
animi and copal, therefore it is somewhat 
difficult to estimate the exact totals of each; 
but the importations for the eleven months 
must be somewhat discouraging to holders of 
all kinds, as the landings are over 13,000 pack- 
ages, the deliveries under 9,000, and the stock 
double that of the corresponding period last 
year. The stock thus augmented consists, 
however, of a large quantity of low ard very 
ordinary quality, which have been and are 
very difficult of sale. The prices ruling last 
year have been unobtainable within many 
shillings. 


Damar—Batavian: During the first four 
months of the year a fairly steady tone pre- 
vailed inthe market. No demand existed in 
June, when 800 cases were offered in public 
sales and all withdrawn, buyers awaiting 
large quentities near at hand; from this point 
a continued decline has taken place. The im- 
portations this year have not been of the best 
quality, consisting of very small gum, a large 
quantity of dust, andin some instances very 
specky. Anything really nice would now 
command a good price. Singapore has sym- 
pathized with the foregoing, prices declining 
at about the same ratio. Large parcels have 
at times been offered, selling according to the 
demand; 263 cases imported from Siam were 
offered in public sale in October and taken 
out at 40s. 

Kowrie.—2,300 cases were brought forward 
at the first sales in January, half the quantity 
being afresh arrival ex Crusader, with little 
demand; only 600 cases were disposed of ata 
decline. In February a further relapse was 
recorded, although somewhat irregular. A 
month intervened before the next sales t20k 
place, when, upon 1,200 cases being brought 
forward, a fair inquiry existed for chips and 
dust, which sold at aslight advance. Witha 
very fair demand higher prices have continu- 
ally been paid, all qualities participating in 
the rise at various times, but fine dial always 
readily saleable. In October competition en- 
hanced values of brown and dark descrip- 
tions. 

Sandrac.—The statistical position of this art- 
icle appears more favorable than it has done 
for many years past, and the stock stands at 
only 250 packages, hence prices have greatly 
improved, holders advancing their quotations 
according to the demand. During February- 
March a large speculative buying set in, en- 
hancing prices several shillings; upon the de- 
mand subsiding this advance gave way about 
5s. No ordinary or pickings are now to be 
had. 

Saffower.—Bengal: Beyond a sale which 
was done in October of 50 bales, at prices “not 
to be reported,” thereby presuming buyers 
had the advantage, nd business has been re- 
ported, although the deliveries are a little 
over 200 bales, transactions evidently taking 
place privately. The different qualities have 
appeared at various times in public sale, but 
always been withdrawn at prices much above 
current values according to the auctioneers’ 
fancy. 

Shellac.—The speculative interest attaching 
to this article maintains its prerogative, and 
the past twelve months record a larger 
amount of business transacted than any pre- 
vious year, Owing principally to the innova- 
tion mentioned in our last annual which is 
now termed the “‘call”” and takes place daily 
at 3 o’clock, except Saturday.

The English Petroleum Trade of 1889. 


The dimensions of the trade in this article 
continue to be enlarged, as the progress made 
in one year is eclipsed by what is done in the 
next,and so on, until, on looking back, we 
are astonished at the developments which 
have followed each other in such quick suc- 
cession, and begin to ask the question, “When 
and where will they stop?’ Ten years ago, or 
in 1879, the imports of petroleum oil into Lon- 
don were 383,000 burrels, and the deliveries 
comprised nearly the same amount; but in 
the past year, 1889, the landings have em- 
braced 927,000 barrels, or 100,000 barrels more 
than the quantity delivered, and the remain- 
ing stock is about double that in 1888. At the 
remote period above referred to, Russian 
mineral oil was comparatively unknown, and 
it contributed little or nothing to the general 
supply; but since then, and particularly 
within the last twelve months, it has formed 
a large proportion of the regular arrivals, 
and, being of even and reliable quality, has 
found greater favor with the dealers, who 
have to study more closely than they used to 
do the wants of their customers, the con- 
sumers. Quite the opposite has been the 
modus operandi of the American refiners, 
who have deemed it expedient to furnish us 
with an oil of inferior or mixed quality, which 
is not only poorer in brilliancy and burning 
power than we have been accustomed to, but 
it isalso dirtier and makes more smoke than 
people like, and numervus complaints to that 
effect have been heard from places wide 
apart, proviug that there is tco good reason 
to doubt of their truth. By the threefold 
means of introducing a more spurious kind of 
oil t> the trade in the United Kingdom, im- 
porting heavier quantities than heretofore, 
and doing everything, in short, that could be 
devised to destroy the competition of the 
Russian product, the American oil companies 
have succeeded admirably in depressing the 
market to an unusual extent, and precluding 
hopes of a permanent or material advance in. 
value, This appears the more surprising 
when it is borne in mind that the demand for 
petroleum was never so active as it has been 
during the past year, as judged from the im- 
mense weight of supplies that it has carried 
off; and as further evidence of the steadiness 
with which operations generally have been 
conducted, it may be mentioned that they 
have seldom been much interfered 
with by speculators for either a_ rise 
or fall. The closing prices in December, 1888, 
were—for American refined 6544d@674d per gal- 
lon on the spot, and for Russian white 64%@ 
644d; but directly afterwards there was great 
flatness, in conjunction with a rapid decline, 
and in March the current rates were 54@54d 
for one, and 4%@5d for the other descrip- 
tion, marking that as the lowest period of the 
year. In the subsequeut months there were 
constant small fluctuations, tending rather to 
higher pricer, and in June Russian oil was 
worth 54@5d,and American 534@634d, a dif- 
fereace of 1d per gallon in the quotatious for 
the latter sort being accounted for by the pre- 
ference that was given to brands of undoubt- 
ed superiority. Later on,however,this distinc- 
tion has ceased toexist, and although in July 
and August prices of the two rival descrip- 
tions of oil rallied to 5744 and 63gd and to 54d 
and 534d, the market toward the endof the 
year 1#59 gradually relapsed into an apathetic 
condition, with sales of American at 554@574d, 
and Russian at 53g¢@59¢d; but within the last 
few weeks the market has assumed unwonted 
firmness, for a brief period rising to 614d and 
644d for one description, and to 534d and 6d 
per gailon for the other, thus again returning 
to the best points of the year; but quotations 
at the very finish are 6@6!4d and 554@534d.
